\Oraſmuch as the Land beyond the Sea, that is, The Holy Land, 
which ſome call The Land of Beheſt, or, Promiſe, among all 
ot her Lands is moſt worthy, In that Land it pleaſed our Lord 
to take Fleſh and Blood of the Virgin Mary, and to Traverſe that 
Land with his own Feet, and there he did many Miracles, Preach, aud 
Teach the Faith, and the Law of Chriftian Men, as unto bis Chil- 
ren; and there did ſuffer many Reproofs and Scorns for us: And 
be that was King of Heaven and Earth, and of all things that are 
contained in them, would only be called King of that Land, when 
he ſaid, 1 am King of the Fews : For at that time it was the Land of 
the Jews: And that Land be choſe before all other Lands, as the 
moſt worthy Part of all the World, And as the Philoſopher ſaith, 
Virtus rerum in medio conſiſtit; that is, The Vertue of things is 
in the midſt, Is that Land be led his Life, and fired Death of the 
Jews for us, ts Save and Deliver us from the Pains of Hell, and from 
Death without End, the which was ordained to ns for the Sin of our + 
Father Adam, and our own Sins alſo. For he that will do any 
thing to have it known openly, will Proclaim it in the middle Place of 
a Town or City, ſo that it may be known to all Parties of the City : 
So he that was King of Glory, and of all the World, would ſuffer 
Death for us at Hieruſalem, which is the midſt of the World, that it 
. might be known to all Nations of the World how Dear he bought Man. 
Ah dear God] what Love had He to his Subjects, that when he had, dene 
no Treſpaſs, would for his Treſpaſſors ſuffer Death? Right well onght- 
Men to Lowe, Worſhip, and Serve ſuch a Lord, and Praiſe ſuch an 
Holy Land that brought forth a Lord of ſuch Fruit, through the which 
each Man is ſaved if it be not his own Fault. This is that Land pre- 
pared for an Heritage to us: And in that Land would he Die as Seized, 
to leave it to his Children. For the which each good Chriſtian Man thas

And before this Church is a gilt Image of 
Faſtinian the Emperor, and it is ſitting upon an Horſe, and Crown- 
ed; and it was wont to hold a Round Apple in his Hand, and Men 
fay there, Thar it is a Token that the Emperour hath loſt a Part of 
his Lands, for the Apple is fallen out of the Images Hand, and 
ſure he hath loſt a great Part of his Lordſhip; for he was once 


ſole Emperor of Rome of Greece, and of all Aſia the Leſs, of Sury, 


and of the Land of Judea, in the which Hieruſalem is, and of the 


Land of Egypt, of Perſſa and Arabia, but he hath loſt all but Greece, 


and that he holdeth only. They would put the Apple into the 
Images Hand, but it will not hold it. The other Hand he lifteth 
up againſt the Eaſt, to Menace Miſdoers. This Image ſtandeth 
upon a pillar of Marble. .

. Likewiſe at Conſtantinople is the Croſs of our Lord, and

Written, was of Olive. The Jews made this Croſs of theſe 
four Woods, for they thought our Lord ſhould have hanged ag 


long as the Croſs would laſt, therefore made they the Foot of Ce. 
dar, for Cedar will rot Rot in the Earth, nor in Water: They 
thought that the Body of Chriſt would have Stunk; therefore they. 


made the Picce that went from the Earth upwards, of Cypreſs; 


ſo that the Smell of his Rody ſhould grieve. no Man that came by; 
and that overthwart was made of Palm, in ſignification of Vids. 
1y; and the Table wherein the Title was, was made of Olive, 
for it betokeneth Peace; as the Story of Noe witneſſeth, when 
the Dove brought the Branch of Olive, it betokened Peace made 


between God and Man. | 


And ye ſhall under ſtand that the Men that dwell beyond the 
Sea, ſay, I hat the, Piece of the Croſs that was of Cypreſs, was 
of the Tree that Adam Eat the Apple of; for fo they find Writ. 
ten: They ſay alſo, that their Scripture faith, I hat when Adam 
was Sick, he Willed his Son Seth, that he ſhould go to Paradice, 
and pray the Migel that kept Paradice, that he would fend 


him Oil of the Tree of Mercy, for to Anoint him, that 


he might have Health; and Seth went,” but the Angel would not 


let him come at the Gate, but ſaid unto him, That he might not 


have of the Oil of Mercy, but he gave him Three Kernels of 


the ſame Tree that his Father Eat the Apple of, and bid him 


as foon as his Father was Dead, that he ſhould put thoſe Ker- 


nels under his Tongue, and bury him, and he did ſo; and of 
_ theſe three Kernels ſprang a Tree; and the Angel ſaid, When the 


Tree bare Fruit, then ſhould Adam be made whole. and when 
Seth came again and found his Father dead, he did with the 
Kernels as the Angel Commanded him, of which came Three 
Trees, whereof a Croſs was made that bare good Fruit, that is, 
Our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, through whom Adam, and all that 
came of him ſhall be delivered from Everlaſting Death, if it be 
not their own defautr. This Holy Croſs had the Jews hid un- 
der the Earth in. the Rock of the Mount Calvary, and it lay there 


Two Hundred Years and more, as they ſay, unto the time that 
'S. Elene found it; which S. Elene was the Daughter of Coll

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of Sir JOHN. MAN DEVIL E, Auiglt. 5 
King of England, and then was called Britain, and after Married 
to Conſtantius firſt Conſul, and after Emperour of Rome, who 
had by her, iſſue, Conſtantine the Great, born in England, and 
after ward Emperor of Rome: Which Conftantine turned the 
Name of Bizantium into Conſtantinople: He Re- edified that City 
and made it the Monarchal Seat of all Europe and Aſa Minor. 
Alſo the Croſs was Eight Cubits in length, and the piece that 
went overthwart was Three Cubits and a half. : 

A part of the Crown wherewith our Lord was Crowned, arg 
one of the Nails, and the Spears Head, and manv. other Reliques 
are in France at Paris, in the King's Chapel; and the Crown 
lyeth in a Veſlel of Cryſtal richly deck d: for the French King 
bought thoſe Reliques ſometime of the Fes, to whom the Em- 
perors had laid them to pledge for a great Summ of Gold. And 
though Men ſay that this Crown was of Thorns, ye ſhall un- 


derſtand that it was of Junks of the Sea, which be White, and 


prick as ſharp as Thorns, for I have ſeen and beheld many 


times that at Paris, and that at Con#antinople, and they were 


both made of the Junks of the Sea. And you ſhall underſtand 


that our Lord in that Night that he was taken, he was led into a 
Garden, and there he was examined ſharply, and there the Fews 
Crowned him with a Crown of Abbeſpine branches that grew in 


the ſame Garden, and ſet it on his Head ſo fat, that the blood ran 
down many places of his Viſage, Neck, and Shoulders; and 


a branch 
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thereby the Abbeſpine hath many, Virtues ; for he that beareth

a branch of it about him, no Thunder nor no manner of Tem- 
peſt may hurt him; nor in the Houſe that it is in, may no evil 
Spirit come, not in any place where it is. And in that ſame 
t. arden S. Peter denied our Lord Thrice. And afterwards was 
our Lord led before the Phariſees and Miniſters of the Law, into 


another Garden of Aunas, and there he was Examined, Scourged, 


and Crowned oft with ſharp Thorns, that Men call Harberenes, 
that grew in the ſame Garden, and that hat many Vertues. And 
afterward he was led to a Garden of Caiphas and there he was 
Crowned again with Eglantine, and aſter that he was led to a Cham. 
ber of Pate, and there he was Crowned, and the Jews ſet him in a 
Chair, and clad himin a Mantle of Purple, and then made they a 
Crown of the Junks of the Sea, and there they kneeled to him, 
and mocked him, ſaying: Ave Rex Fudæorum, that is, Hail King 
of the Jews: And of the Crown, half is at Paris, and the other 
half at Conſtantinople, the which our - Saviour Chriſt had on his 


Head when he was Nailed on the Croſs. And the Spear's ſhaft the 


Emperor of Almany hath ; but the Head which was put in his Side, 
is at Paris, they ſay, in the Holy Chapel: Likewiſe the Em- 


peror of Conf antinople ſaith, That he hath the Spear's Head, and 


| have ſeen his, but it is greater than that at Paris. 
Alfo at Conſtantinople lieth S. Aune our Lady's Mother, whom 


S, Zlene cauſed to be brought from Jeraſalem, and alſo the Body 


of S. John Cbryſoſtome, that was Biſhop of Conſtantinople. 
There lieth alſo S8. Luke the Evangeliſt, for his Bones were 
brought from Bitbany, where he was buried ; and many other Re- 
1 ques are there; and there is a Veſſel of Stone, as it were Mar- 
ble, which Men call Hydrius, that evermore droppeth Water, and 
vlleth it (elf every Year once. Ye ſhall further. know that Con- 
fantinople is a fair City and well Walled, and is three Cornered, 


and there is an Arm of the Sea that Men call Helleſpont, and ſome 


the Bunch at Conſtantinople, and ſome the Breach of S. George; 


and this Water incloſeth two Parts of the City: And upward to 


the Sea, upon that Water, was built the great City of Troy, in a

& Bout Greece ate divers Iſles that Men call Calabre, Caſcar, 
{ A, Sertico, Tholoria, ANnono, Faxion, Molo, Carpate and 
Lampns ; 
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Lampne; and in this Ile is Mount Atboes that paſſeth the Clouds. 
And there are divers Speeches, and many Countries that ate 
obedient to the Emperor of Conſtantinople; That is, Turcoply, Pin- 
cy, Narde, Comage, and many other; Thrace and Aacedony, of 

which Alexander was King. In this Country was Arifotle born, 
in a City that Men call Stragerit, a little from the City of Tragie; 
and at Stra, is Ariſtotle buried, and there is an Altar on his 
Tomb, where they make a great Feaſt every Year, as it were a 

- Saint. And upon this Altar the Lords hold their great Coan- 
ſels and Aſſemblies; for they think that through the Inſpira- 

tion of God and him, they have the better Counſel. In this 
Country are very high Hills: There is the Hill Ohmput, that par- 
teth Matedony and Thrace, whole height reacheth to the Clouds. 
There is alſo the Hill Atboes, which is fo high that the ſhadow ef 
it reacheth to Oùympas, and it is near Ihreeſcore and Seventeen 
Miles between. And above that Hill is an Air fo clear that no

Wind can be felt, neither may any Beaſt live there, the Air is ſo dry. 
Some of the Country ſay, That Philoſophers were wont to go up 
to the top of thoſe Hills, (holding to their Noſes a Sponge wet witn 
Water, becauſe of the drineſs of the Ait) and in the duſt of the Hill 
Write Letters with their Fingers, whith when they came again the 
next Year, they found without any default, even as they had write. 
ten them the Year before; whereby it appeareth that thoſe Hills 
paſs the Clouds to the pure Air.. . 
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At ConfFantineplevis the Emperor's Palace, which is fair and 
richly built, and therein is a place for Juſting made about with 
Stages, that every Man may well ſee without hindring of one 
another. Under theſe Stages are vaulted- Stables for the Em- 
perer's Horſes, and all the Pillars are of Mar ble Wichin the, 
Church of 8. Sophie, an Emperor would have laid thgſody of his 

Father when he was dead; and as they made the Grave, they 
found a Body in the Earth, and upon the Body lay a great Plate 
of fine Gold, and thereupon was written in Hebrew, Greek and 
Latin Letters theſe words, FJeſus Chriſtus naſcetur de Virgine 
Maria, & ego credo in eum; that is, Teſus Chriſt ſhall be born of 
the Virgin Mary, and I believe in bim. And the Date was that it 
lay ii the Earth Two hundred Years before our Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
was born, and yet is that Plate in the Treaſury of the Church; 
and it is thought that Hermogenes the wiſe Man writ it. | 

And although the Men of that Country be Chriſtians, yet never- 
theleſs tie y vary ſrom our Faith: For they ſay, That the HolyGhoſt 
proceedeth not from the Son, but from the Father only; neither 
are they obedient to the Church of Rome, nox to the Pope; but they 
ſay, That their Patriarchs have as much power there, as the Pope 
bath at Rome. And therefore Pope Jobn the XXII. ſent Letters to 
them, how t hat Chriſtians ſhould be all one, and that they ſhould 
be obedient to the Pope; and among divers Anſwers, they ſent him 
this for one. Potentiam tuam ſummam circa} ſubjects tuos firmi- 
ter credimas Superbitatem tuam ſuſtinere nos polſun „. Avariti- 
am tuam ſatiare non intendimus. Dominus tecum ft, quia Dominus, 
nobiſcum cf, Vale. That is, We belieus iv that \'thy Power :s 
great over thy Subject. We may not fuffe# Dy Pride. We are not 
pur poſed to fulfil thy Covetouſneſs. Our Lord le mith thee, for our 
Lord is with m: Firewe]. Other Anſwer might he not have of 
them. And alſo they make their Sacrament of the Altar of tharf 
Bread, becauſe our Lord made it of tharf Bread when he made his 
Maundy ; and on Sbrove· Iburſday make they their Bread in token 
of the Maundy, and they dry it in the Sun, and keep it all the 
Year, and give it to ſick Men. And they make but one Unction, 
when they Chriſten Children, and they andint no ſick Men; alſb 
they ſay there is a Purgatory, and that Souls ſhall have er joy 
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nor pain until the day of Doom.

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N Cyprus Men hunt with Pampeons, that be like to Leopards, 
and they hunt wild Beaſts very well, and they are ſomewhat 
bigger than Lyons, and they take wild Beaſts more quickly than 
Hounds. In Cyprs the Cuſtom is, that Lords and other Men eat 


upon the Earth, for they make Ditches within the Earth, all about 


the Hall, deep to the knee, and they Pave them; and when they 
will eat, they go there into, and ſit there. This they do to be more 
freſh; for that Landis hotter than it is here. But at great Feaſts and 
for Strangers, they ſet Forms and Boards as they doin this Coun- 
try, yet they had rather ſit on the Earth. From Cyprus Men may 
go by Land or by Sea, to Hieruſalem; and in a Day and a Night he 
that hath a good Wind may come to the Haven of Tyre, that now 
is called Sur, for it is at the entrance of Sury. There was ſome-

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CHAP. IX. Of the Hill Crame. 
ND the Ifle of Creet is right in the mid-way ; and beſide -

where Elias the Prophet dwelt, and there was the Order of Car. 
nies, fiſt founded. This Hill is neither great nor high, and at 
the foot thereof hath formerly been a Chriſtian City called Caia.

And from 
Thbolamoda now called Acon, to a great Hill that Men call Ekeylt de 
Dyrees, is an Hundred Furlongs; and beſides the City of Acon 
runneth a little River that Men calleth Belion: And near is the 
Foſſe of Minor, all round, that is an Hundred Cubits or Shaft- 
ments broad; and it is all full of Gravel clear ſhining, whereof 
Men make clear white Glaſs; and Men come from far Countries 
by Ship, and by Land with Carts, to take of the Gravel: And it 
there be never ſo much taken of one day, on the morrow it is as 
full again as ever it was, which is a great Marvel; and there is 
always a Wind in the Foſle that ſtirs up the Gravel. And if a 
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Man put therein any Metal, as ſoon as it is therein it waxeth 
Glaſs; the Glaſs that is made of this Gravel, if it be put into 
Gravel, turneth again into Gravel as it was before. Some ſay, 
i is a Gulf of the Sea of Gravel. „ CH A.

had done evil in other places were there ſaved. In Ebron, Foſbua 
and Caleb, and their Company came firſt to eſpy how they might 
win the Land of Prom. In Ebron, David reigned firſt Seren 
Years and a half: And in FJeruſalem he reigned Two and Thirty 
Years and a half: And there be the Graves of thePatriarchs Adam, 
Abraham, Jſaae, and Facob, and of their Wives, Eve, Sarah, Re- 
beccah, and Leab: And they lye in the ſide of the Hill. And beſide 
this Ilill is a right fair Church builded after the faſhion and man- 
ner of a Caſtle, which the Saraſius keep right well, and they have 
the place in great Worſhip for the Holy Patriarchs ſake that 
lie there, neither do they ſuffer either Chriſtians or Jews to come 
therein except they have ſpecial leave of the Soldan, for they hold 
Chriſtians and Jews hut as Hounds ; therefore they come not to 
that Holy Place, and they call the Place Spelunk, or Double Cave, 
or Deuble Grave, or one lyeth upon another.

Woods. Bethlehem is but a little City, long and narrow, and 


was walled andenclofed with a great Ditch, ic hath been formerly 
called Cpbrata, as Holy Writ ſaith, Ecce audivimus cum in Ephrata, 
Ce. That is, Le we bear of. the ſame at Ephrata, And near 
the end of the City towards the Eaſt, is a very fair and goodly 
Church, which hath many Towers and Pinacles very ſtrongly 
built. Within that Church are four and forty great marble Þil- 
lars, and not far from this Church is a Field which ftouriſhed 
very ſtrangely, as you thall hear. 


Chap. XVIIL of a fair Maiden that ſhould be put to Death wrongfully. 


"HE cauſe is, foraſmuch as a fair Maiden, that was accu- 


ſed wrongfully, for that the had done Fornication, for 
which cauſe ſhe was doomed to die, and to be burnt in that 
place? to which ſhe was led.

downward Twelve Steps, is the place where our Lord was born, 
which is now built with Marble, and trimmed wich Gold, Azure, 
and other Colours. A little thence, about three paces, is the 
Crib of the Ox or the Aſs, and near that is the place where the 
Star fell that led the Three Kings, Faſper, Melchwy, and Balthe- 
ſer: Theſe Three Kings offered to our Lord Incenſe, Gold, and 
Myrrh, and they met together through the Miracle of Godin a 
City called Caſał, which is Three and Thirty days Journey from 
Bethlebem, yet were they at Be!blehem the Fourth day after they 
had ſeen the Star. Under the Cloyſter of this Church Eighteen 
degrees, at the right ſide is a great Pit where the Bones of the 
Innocents lie, and by that place is the Tomb of S. Hierom, 
who Tranſlated the Bible and the Pſalter out of Hebrew into H- 
tin, And near unto that Church is the Church of S. Nicholas, 


where our Lady reſted her, when ihe, was delivered of Child = 


And foraſmuch as the had ſo much Milk in her Breaſts that pained 
her, ſhe drew it out upon the Red Stones or Marble, and People 


ſay, that yet may the traces be ſeen white upon the Stones. Le 


{hall underftand al ſo, that they that dwell in Bethlebem are Chri- 


ſtians, and there are fair Vines all about the City, and great 


plenty of Wine: But their Book that Aahomer gave them, which 
they call Alceran, and ſome call it Maſſap, and ſome call it Harme, 
forbiddeth them to drink any Wine: For in that Book Mabomet 


curſeth all that drink of that Wine, and ail chat. fell it. And 


{ome Men ſay that once he flew in his drunkenneſs a good Hermit

From Berhlehem to Hleruſalem 
Is two Miles: And in the way to OR half a Mile from 
Bet blebem, is the Church where the Angel told the Shepherds of 
the Birth of Chriſt, In that way is the Tomb of Rachel that 
was Mother to Jaſepb the Patriarch, who died as ſoon as Benjamin 
was born, and there ſhe was buried, and Jacob her Husband ſet 
Twelve great Stones upon her. In this way to Hieruſalem are ma- 
ny Chriſtian Churches by the which Men go. by

This Land of Hieruſalem hath been in the hands of divers Na- 
tions, as Feu, Canaanites, Aſſyrians, Perſians, Macedonians, Greeks, 
Romans, Chriſtians, Saraſins, Barbarians, Turks and many other. 
For Chriſt will not ſaffer lewd ſinners long to poſſeſs it, be they 
Chriſtians or others. And now hath that Land been holden by 
Infidels an hundred Years and more, but God grant they may 
not hold it long.

C HAP. XXI. Of the Chareb of the Holy Sepulcbre. 


Wes that Church by the Sepulchre, on the North fide, 

: is the place where our Lord was Impriſoned, and there 
is a part of the Chain with which he was, bound, and there 
he appeared firſt to Mary Magdalen when he was riſen from 
Death, and ſhe thought he had been a Gardiner. In the Church 
of the Sepulchre was wont to he the Canons of S. Bennet, and 
they had a Priory, and the Patriarch was their Soveraign : And 
without the Doors of the Church on the right ſide, as Men go 
up Eighteen Steps, our Lord ſaid to his Mother, Mulier, Ecce flius 
tus that is, Woman, behold thy. Son ! Deinde dixit Diſcipulo, 
Ecce Mater tua ! that is, Then afterward he ſaid to his Diſciple, 
Bebold thy Mother! And theſe words: he ſaid when he hanged + 
upon the Croſs, and upon theſe Steps went our Lord when he 
bare the Croſs upon his Shoulder, and under theſe Stairs is a 
Chapel where the Prieſts ſing. And near there is the Stone

Croſs. And ye ſhall underſtand that before the Church of the 
Sepulchre is a moſt ſtrong City, and the great Plain that is be.

the Walls. : 


In this Vale of Joſaphat, without the City is the Church of 
S Stephen, where he was Stoned. to Death, and thereby is a 
Gate builded that may not be opened. Through this Gate our 
Ford entred on Pelm-Sundzy upon an Aſs, and the Gate opened 
_unto him wherr he would go to the Temple : And in full hard 
Stones there are three Steps like the Steps of an Ass, which the 
People ſay, are the Steps of the Afs that our Lord did ride on. 
Before the Church of the Sepulchre, two hundred paces, is a 
great Hoſpital of S. Fobn, in which Hoſpital are fifty four Pil- 
lars made of Stone. And to go toward the Eaſt from the 
Hofpital, is a right fair Church, that Men call our Lady the 
Great; and then is there another Church by that, that Men

Temple, and caſt it down, and took all theFews, and put to death 
eleven hundred thouſand, and the reſt he impriſoned and ſold 
thirty for a Penny: For he ſaid that they bought Jeſus Chriſt 
for thirty Pence. And ſince Julian Apaſtata gave leave to the 
Fews to build the Temple of Hieruſaltm again, but he forſook 


his Law. And when the Jens had builded again the Temple, 


then came the Earthquake (as God would) and caſt down all 
that they had made. Since that, Adrian the Emperour, wWwho 


was of Troy, made Hieruſalem again, and the Temple in that 


fame manner that Solomon made it, and commanded that no 
Few ſhould dwell there, but Chriſtiaus: For although he himſelf 
Was not à Cbriſtian, yet he loved the Chriſtians more than other 
Men, fave Men of his own Faith.

Hie King Hered was a very wicked Man, and a Tyr rant 
for he did firſt and foremoſt ſlay his Wife, whom he loved - 
fal well; and for: the g-eat love of her he went out of his Wits, 
and ſo was he a long time, and afrerward he came again to 
himſelf, And afer he ſew. his own. Children that he had got-

Church is the place where S. Fobn was born, and thereby is the 
Caſtle of Emayx.

CHAP. XXVII. of Mount Joy. | 
TWO Miles from Hieruſalew is Mount Foy, this is a fair 

I place, and there lieth Samuel the Prophet in a fair Tomb. 
Is is called Mount Fop, for there thoſe that Travel, firſt ſee 


Hheruſalem. And in the middle of the Vale of ee K ; 
a N flltttle 
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little River that is called Torrens Cedron, over which lies the 
Tree for Men to paſs over; of which the Croſs was made. 
In this Vale is a Church of our Lady, and her Sepulchre, 
and ſhe was Threeſcore and Twelve Years of Age when ſhe died. 
And there near is the place where our Lord forgave S. Peter his 
ſins and miſdeeds which he had done. Near unto that, is a 
Chapel where Fadas kiſſed our Lord, that Men call Gethſemain, 
when he was taken of the Fews, and there left Chriſt his Dif. 
ciples before his Paſſion when he went to pray and ſaid, Pater, 
fs frer1 poteſt, tranſeat à me calix iſte: that is, Father, if it may be 
done, let this Cup paſs from me, And thereby is a Garden where 
our Lord ſweat with Blood and Water : And there is the Tomb 
of King Feſaphat, of whom the Vale had the Name: And on 
the ſide of that Vale is the Mount Oliver ; and it is called fo, for 
there grow many Olive. Trees, and it is higher than Hieraſalem; 
and therefore from that Hill Men may fee into the Streets of 
Hieruſalem , and between the Hill and the City is nothing but 
the Vale of Joſaphat, and that is not very large, and upon that 


Hill ſtood our Lord when he aſcended into Heaven, and yet 


ſeemeth there the ſtep of his left Foot in the Stone: And there 
is an Abbey of black Canons, that was great ſometimes, but 
now there 15 but a Church ; and a little thence Eighteen Paces, 


is a Chapel, and there is the Stone on the which our Lord 


God fate, when he preached and ſaid thus: Beats pauperes ſpiritus, - 
quoniam ipſorum eſt regnum cœlorum: that is, Bleſſed ve they that are 
poor in Spirit, for theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven. And there he 
taught his Diſciples their Pater-Noſter. There alſo is a Church 
of that bleſſed Woman Mary Egyptian, and there is ſhe buried, 
And upon the other ſide, toward the Eaſt, three bow-ſhoots 
from thence, ſtandeth Bethpbage, where our Lord Jeſus Chriſt 

ſent Peter and Fames for to fetch the Aſs on Palm. Sunday. 


CHAP. XXVIII. of the Cafe of Bethania. 


Here toward the Eaſt is a Caſtle that Men call Bethania, and 
there dwelt Simon the Leper that harboured our Lord, and 
them that were baptized of his Diſciples, and he was called Ju- 
lian, and was made Biſhop, and that is he that Men call on for 
good Marbour. In that ſame place our Lord forgave Mary

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the Dead Sea parteth the Land of Juda and Arabia; a

CH AP. XXIX. Of Jericho, and other things 


T the returning to Mount Olivet, is\ the place where our 
Lord wept upon Hieruſalem, and thereby our Lady appea. 
red to S. Thomas after her Aſſumption, and gave him her Girdle: 


And thereby is a Stone on which our Lord fate often and Preached, 


And there is Mount Galilee, where the Apoſtles were gathered 
when Mary Magdalen told them of Chriſt's Riſing. Between 
Mount O/:vet. and Mount Galilee is a Church, where the Angel 
told our Lady when ſhe ſhould die. „ ; 

And from Bethany to Fericho is five Miles. Jericho was ſome. 
times a little City, but it is waited, and, now it is but a little 
Town: That Town took Joſbua through the Miracle of God, 
and bidding of the Angel, and deſtroyed it, and curfed thoſe 
that ſhould build it again. Of that City was R2hab that com- 
mon Woman that received the Meſſengers of Jrael, and kept 
them from the peril of Death, therefore ſhe had'a good reward ; 
as Holy Writ ſaich, Quicunque accipit prophetam in nomine mes, 
mercedem Prophete, Cc. that is, He that receiveth a Prophet in my 
Name, be ſhall receive the Reward of a Prophet. 


CHAP. XXX. Of the Holy Places between Bethany and the 


River Jordan, and other things. 


A Lie from Baan Men go to the River of Jordan through 
A the Wildernels, and it is near a Days Journey between. 
Toward the Eaſt is a great Hill, where our Lord faſted Forty 
Days: Upon this Hill was Chriſt tempted of the Devil, when 
he ſaid to him, Command that theſe Stories be made Bread:

CHAP: XXXI. Of Abraham and his Generation. 
ND ye ſhall underſtand that Lot was Haraus Son, Abra 
hams Brother, and Sarab, Abraham's Wife, was Lots Siſter: 
and Sarah was Ninety Years old when ſhe bare Iſaac, and Abra 
ham had another Son Named Iſhmael, that he had gotten of his 
Maiden Hagar, and he was fourteen Years of Age when Laa 
was born; and when T/aac was eight Days old, he was Circum- 
ciſed, and his other Son Iſhmael was Circumciſed the fame 
Day, and was Fourteen Years of Age; therefore the Saraſin; 
that be of the Generations of Iſhmael, do Circumciſe them at 
Fourteen Years cf Age, and the Fes that be of the Generation 
of Iſaac, do Circumciſe them the Eighth Day of their Age. 
And into that dead Sea aforeſaid, runneth the River Fordan 
and maketh there an end; and this is within a Mile of S. bs 
Church: And a little beneath that fame Church weſtward, were 
the Chriſtians wont to bathe them: And a Mile thence is the Ri- 
ver Loth, through which Jacob went, when he came to Meſo- 


potamia. 
CH AP. XXXII. Of the River Jordan. 


His River Jordan is no great nor no deep River, but there 
is much good Fiſh therein, and there cometh from Mount 
Lybany two Wells that Men call For and Dan, and of them it 
taketh the Name; and upon the one fide of that River is Mount 
Gelboa; and there is a fair Plain. And on the other ſide Men go 
by Mount Lybany, to the Deſart of Pharacy. Thoſe Hills part the 
Kingdom of Sy, and the Country of Pbenice. On that Hill 
grow Cedars, that bear long Apples which are as much as a Man's 
head: This River Jordan divideth Galilee, and the Land of Idumia,

- cauſe oft-times there be kept great Fairs: and in that Plain is 
the Tomb of Holy J. 3 wm 
In this River J-r4an our Lord was baptized, and there was 
the Voice of the Father heard, ſaying, His eſt filius meus di-

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lectas in quo acquirſco, ipſum audito; that is, This i: my beloved Son 
in weom I am well pleaſed, hear bim. And the Holy Ghoſt de- 
ſcended on him, in likeneſs of a Dove; and fo was there at his: 
Baptiſm all the Trinity. And through the River n dan paſled 
the Children of Vrael on dry Foot, and fer up Stones in the 
midſt of the Water, in token of that Miracles. And allo in 
that River Naaman the AHyrian bathed. him, who was Leprous, 
and he was made whole. And a little from thence is the City 
of An, the which J-frua aſſailed and took. And about the Ri- 8 
ver F.rdan are many Churches, where Chriſtians dwell. Alſo . 
by the River Jordan is the Vale of Mambre, which is a fair Vale nn 
and plenteous. £ 


CHAP. XXXIII. Of many other Miracles. 


ND ye ſhall further underſtand, that as. we go from the 
Red. Sea, to pals forward to the Land of Promiſe, is a very 
ſtrong Caſtle, that Men call Carran or Sermoyes, that is the King's 
Hill. This Caſtle did the King of Fance make, whoſe Name 
was Bawdewin, who conquered all the Land, and put it into the 
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hands of Chriſtians to keep; and under that Caſtle is a fair Town 1 
that is called Sabaoth; and thereabout dwell many Chriſtians un- 
der Tribute. 


Then Men go to Nazareth, of the which our Lord had his N ame; 
and from Nazareth unto Jeruſalem is three Days Journey. Alſo 
Men go through the Province of Galilee, through Romat ba, through

fi ſt to Samuel. There alſo miniſtred God the Sacrament. Near 
thereby at the right ſide is Gabaon, Rama, and Benjamin, of 
che which Holy Writ ſpeaketh; after that, Men come to Sychem, 
that ſome Men call Sychar, and that is in the Province of the 
| Samaritans, and lometime there was a Church, but it is all waſted. 
and it i a fair Vale, and plenteous, and there is a good City 
that Men call Necple, and from thence it is a Days Journey un. 
to Hieru/alem: And chere is the Well where our Lord ſpoſte to 
the Woman of Samaria : And Sychem is Ten Miles from Hieruſa- 
lem, and it is called Neople, that is the New Town, and there is 
the Temple of Jeph, Jacob's Son, that governed Egypt, from 
thence were his bones brought and laid in the Tomb, and thither 
came Fews often in Pilgrimage with great Devotion, and in 
that City was Dinab, Jacob's Daughter raviſhed, for whom, her 
Brethren ſlew many Men: And thereby is the City of Coraſin, 
where the Samaritans make their Sacrifice. 67

ham have ſacrificed his Son 
acc: and there near is the 
Vale of Detany, and there is 
the Pit wherein Joſeph was 
caſt by his Brethren before 
that they fold him; and it 
is two Miles to Sychar ; and 
from thence Men come to 
Samary, that Men call Sava- 
Hen, and that is the chief 
City of that Country, and 
in that City was the ſeat of 
the Twelve Kings of Yrael, 
but it is not ſo great as it was; 
and there was S. Jobn Bap: 
tit buried between two 
Prophets, Helixius and Abdon, 
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e Sir JoHN MAN DEVIL E, Anight. 49 
but he was beheaded in the Caſtle of Marketen, near the dead 
Sea, and was buried by his Diſciples at Samaria ; and there did 

ulian A poſt ata take his bones and burn them, for he was at that 
tine Emperor; but ſome ſay that Finger with the which he ſhew- 
ed our Lord, ſay ing, Ecce Agnus Dei; that is, Behold the Lamb of God, 
would not be burnt; and S. Tecla the Virgin did bring it unto Al- 
pben, that is inthe Mountains, in the which place they do it great 


Worſhip: And there was S. 7obn Baptiſt's Head cloſed into a 


Wall, but the Emperor Theodoſius did take it out, for he found 
it lapped in a cloth all bloody, and he bare it to Con#tantinople; 


and there is yet the one half of the Head: And the Veſſel wherein 


his Head was laid, when it was ſmitten off, is at Gean, and they 


do it great Worſhip. Some ſay, that S. Johns Head is at 


Amiens in Picardy; and ſome ſay it is S. John's Head the Biſhop:

CH A P. XXXIV. Of the Samaritans: 
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Rom Sebaſten or Samary to Hieruſalem, is twelve Miles; and 
1 among the Hills of this Country is a Well that Men call 
Fons Facob, that is, Jacob's Well, that changeth his Colour four 
times a Tear: for ſometime it is Red, ſometime Clear, ſome- 
time Green, and ſometime Thick and the Men that dwell there 
are called Samaritans, and they were converted by the Apoſtles; 
yet their Law varieth from the 4 of Cbriſtiant, as alſo from

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Fews and Painims : They believe well in one God that ſhall * 
all, and believe the Bible after the Letter, and they lay their 
-eads in red Linen Cloth, that they may be known from others;

Rom this Count! y that I have ſpoken of, Men-go to the 
Plain of Galilee, and leave che Hill on the one fide; for Ga- 
lilee is a Province of the Land of Promiſe, and in that Province is 
the City of Naim, of Capernaum, and Bethſaide, where S. Peter 
and S. „ Be were born. Some Men ſay that Antichriſt ſhould 
be born at Coraſim, and nouriſhed at Berbſaide, but he ſhall 
reign at Coraſim, therefore faith Holy Writ, Je tibi Coraſim, 
Fe tibi Bethſaida; that is, Woe be to thee Coraſim, Woe be to ther 
Bethſaida: But others ſay, he ſhall be born in Babylon, therefore 
faid the Prophet, De Babylonia Coluber exir qui totum mundum 
deworabit ; that is, Out of Babylon ſhall come a Serpent that ſhall. 
devour all the World. Cana, a chief City of Galilee is four Miles 
from Nazareth ; of: which City was 25 Woman of Canaan, of 
whom the Golpe] ſpeaketh, and there our Lord did his firſt 
Miracle, wien at the Marriage of the Architricline he turned 
Water into Wine. From thence Men go to Nazareth; which 
bath been a great City, but now there is but a little Town, and 
that unwalled: There was our Eady born, and of this City our 
Lord took his Name. At Nazareth alſo Joſeph took our Lady 
to Wife, when ſhe was Fourteen Years of Age: There the 
Angel ſaluted her, ſay ing, Ave gratia plena, Dominus tecum, that 
is, Hail full of Grave, the Erd! is with tbee. And there was ſome- 
time, a great Church, but now there is but a little Room to re- 
eeive the Offerings of Pilgrims- There is the Well of Gabriel, 
where our Lord was wont to bathe him when he was little. At

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nouriſtied the Flower of Life, even our Lord Jeſas Chriſt. About 
half a Mile from Nazareth is the blood of our Lord, for the

IN this City of Tiberias, is the Table that Chriſt ate on, with 
75 his Diſciples, after his Reſurrection, and they knew him by 
bleaking of Bread, as Holy Writ faith, Er cognoverant eum in 
fractione palis: that is, They knew him in breaking of Bread. And 
about the Hill of Tiberias, is a City, where our Lord fed Five 

Thouſand People, with Five Barley Loaves, and Two Fiſhes: 
In that City alto did Men caſt in Anger a Firebrand or burning 
ſtick after our Lord, but that fame burning Stick did fall on the

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Earth, and (People ſay) out of the fame Stick grew preſently 2

and bind them ahout the Necks of Doves, and let them fly their 
ways, becauſe the Dove is of that Nature, that ſhe, will return 
again to the place where ſhe was bred, and thus they do com- 
monly in that Country. And ye ſhall underſtand that among 
the Saraſins, in many places dwell Chriſtians under Tribute, 
and they are of divers manners, and have divers Laws, thought _ 
they be all Chriſtians, and believe all well in our Lord God, 
the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt; but yet they fail in 
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the Articles of our Faith, and they are called Facebins: For

Phyſicians, and that Holy Man S Paul was a Phyſician there, to 
heal Mens bodies, before he was Converted, and after he was a 
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Phy ſician of Souls. And from Damas Men go to a place called 
our Lady of Sardmacb, that is Pive Miles from” Damas, and it 
is on a Rock, and there is a fair Church, and there dwell Chr 
ſtians, Monks, and Nuns in that Church; between the City of

CHAP. XLI. How a Man may go the ſhorteſt way to Hieruſalem. 


OW have I told you the fartheſt and longeſt ways by the 
which Men go to Hieruſalem, as by Babylon in Egypt, which 


is alſo called Kayre; and Mount Sinai, and many other places, 


through the which Men go to the Land of Promiſe. Now will 
I tell you the ſhorteſt way to Hieruſalem, for many will go the 
long way, ſome for want of Company, and many other reaſona- 
ble cauſes; and therefore I ſhall tell you ſhortly how a Man 
may go with little coſt and ſhort time. . 5 | 
A Man that cometh from the Land of the Weſt, he goeth 
through France, Burgundy, Lombardy, and to Venice, or to Gene, 
or ſome other Haven of thoſe Marches, and taketh there Ship, 
and goeth to the Iſle Griſe, and fo arriveth he in Greece, or elle _ 
in Port Myroch, or Valon, or Duras, or ſome other Haven of 
thoſe Marches, and arriveth to Cyprus, and cometh not in the 
Iſle of Rhodes, but arriveth at Famaguſt, that is the chief Haven 


of Cyprus, or elſe at Lamaton; and then taking Ship again, he 
paſſeth beſide the Haven of Tyre, and cometh not to Land, and 


ſo paſſeth by all the Havens to the Coaſt, till he come to Faffe, 
that is the next Haven to Hieruſalem, for it is but Twenty Eight _ 
Miles between. And from Jaffe Men go to the City of Ramos, 
and that it is but little thence, and it is a fair City, and beſide 


Ramos is a fair Church of our Lady, where our Lord ſhewed 


himſelf unto her in three ſhadows, betokening the Trinity; and 
there near is a Church of S. George, where his Head was ſmitten 

off: And then to the Caſtle of Emau, and then to the Mount 
Joy, and from thence Pilgrims ſee Hieruſalem, and then to Mount 
Modin, and then to Hieruſalem : At Mount Modin lyeth the Pro- 


phet Malachi, and over againſt Ramatha is the Town of Donke, 


whereof the Prophet Amos was. 
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CHAP: XLII. Of other ways for to go by Land to Hieruſalem, 
R as many Men cannot endure the trouble of the 
Sea, and better it is to go by Land, although it be more 
pain; then a Man ſhall go to one of the Havens of Lombardy, as 
Venice, or another; and ye ſball paſs into Greece, or Port Myrocb, 
or another, and ye ſhall go to Conftantinople, and ſhall pals the 
Water that is called the Breach of S. George, that is an Arm of 
the Sea. And from thence ye ſhall come to Pu/vera!, and then 
to the Caſtle of Synople, and fo to Cappadocia, which is a great . 
Country wherein are many great Hills: And ye {tall go through 
Turkey, and to the City of Nike, the which they won from the 
Emperor of Confantinopte ; and it is a fair City, and well walled, 
and there is a River that is called the Ly: and then Men go by 
the Alpes of Mor mount, and through the Vales of Malebrines, 
and the Vale Ernax, and fo more eaſily to Antioch, which ſtand- 
eth richly on the River. And he that will go another way, he 
goeth by the Roman Coaſt. And the Roman Sea, on that Coalt 
ts a fair Caſtle that is called Horage: And when a Man hath 
paſſed the Hills, he cometh to the City of Moriarch and to Artoſe, 
where is a great Bridge upon the River of Ferne, and that Men 
call Faſſor; and it is a great River bearing Ships: And beſide the 
City of Damas is a River that cometh from the Mount of HE. 
ny, which is called Alban: At the paſlage of this River, S. Eu- 
face loſt his two Sons, when he had loſt his Wife: And it run- 
netir through the Plain of Chalcides; and to the great Sea. Then 
Men go to the City of Fer mine, and ſo to the City of Ferne, and 
then to Anutioch. And that is a fair City and well walled, and 
it is two Miles long, and there is a Bridge over the River, that 
hit at each Pillar a good Tower, and it is the beſt City of the 
Kingdom of Sur. From Antioch Men go to the City of Locutb, 
and foto Geble, and to Tortouſe, and thereby is the Land of Lam- 
bre, and a ſtrong Caſtle that Men call Mambeke. And from 
Tortouſe, Men go to Tripoly on the Sea, and by this Sea Men go 
to Dacres, and there is two ways to Hieruſalem; by the way on 
the Left Hand Men come firſt unto Damas by the River of For- 
dan, on the Right Side Men go through the Land of Hagme, 
and ſo to the City Caiapbas, in which City Caiaphas was _

CH A P. XLIII,. Net of another way by Land toward the 
e Land of Promiſe. ” | | 


No W have I told you ſome ways by Land and by Water, 
LY how Men may go to Hieruſalem; and there be many 
other ways that Men go by, after the Countries that they 
come from, nevertheleſs they come all to one end. Yet is 
there a way all by Land to Hieruſalem, and paſs no Sea but 
to France or Handers, but that way is very long and perilous, and 
of great travel, wherefore few go that way; but he that will 
go that way, muſt go by Almain and Pruſe, and fo to Tar- 
tary. This Tartary is holden by the great Caane, of whom 1 
ſhall ſpeak afterward, for thither reacheth his Lordſhip, and all 
the Lords of Tartary yield to him Tribute. Tartary is a barren 
Country, and very Sandy, for there, groweth little either Corn 
or other Fruit, but there is a great plenty of Beaſts, and there- 
fore they eat Fleſh without Bread, and they ſup the Broth, and 
they drink Milk of all manner of Beaſts. And becauſe they 
have great ſcarcity of Wood, they dry the dung of Horſes 
and of other Beaſts, and burn it for to dref their Meat by. 
Princes and other Lords eat but oncein the Day, and that is very 
little : and they be foal People, and of ill liking. In Summer 
there are many great Tempeſts, and Thunders, they ſlay many 
Men and Beaſts : Sometime on the ſudden it is very cold, and 
again on the ſudden it is very hot. The Prince of the Land 
they call Roco, and he dwelleth at a City that is called Orda: 
but very few Strangers do deſire to dwell in that Land, for it is 
good to ſow Thorns and Weeds in, but other good there is none, 
as I heard ſay, for I was not that way, but I have been in other 
Countries marching thereon, as in the Land of Ruſſia, and N-. 
ſland, and the Kingdom of Grecon, and Lectom, and the King=- _ 
dom Graſten, and in many other places: But I never went that 
way to Hieruſalem, and therefore I'cannot well tell it, for I have 
underftood that Men may not well go that way but in Winter, 
When the waters and mires that be in that Land be frozen and

covered with Snow, that Men may paſs thereon; for were net 
that Snow, there might no Man go in that Land but he were loſt. 


And ye ſhall underſtand that a Man muſt go Three Days Jour- 
ney from Pruſe to pals this way, before he can come to the Land 


of Saraſins. . | 
And if by chance any Chriſtians paſs that way, as once a 
Fear. they do, they carry their Victuals with chem, for they 


ſhould find nothing there but a manner of Food that they call 


Syles and they carry their Victuals upon the. Ice on S!eds and Cha- 
riots without Wheels, and as long as their Victuals laſt, they may 
dwell there, but no longer. And when the Spyes of the Coun- 
tries ſee Chriſtians come, they run to the Towns, and Caſtles, 
and cry aloud, Kara, Kara, Kara: and as ſoon as they have 


cryed, then do the People arm them. And ye ſhall underſtand 


that the Ice there is harder than it is here, and every Man hath 
? Stove in his Houſe, and therein they ear and do all things that 
them needeth; and that is at the North part of the World, where 
it is commonly cold, for the Sun appeareth not, nor ſhineth but 
little in that Country: And that Land is in. ſome places ſo cold, 
that there may no Man dwell therein; and on the South ſide of 
the World, it is in ſome places ſo hot, that there can no Man 
dwell, the Sun giveth ſo great heat in thoſe Countries.

WORASMUCH. as I have told you of the $oraſins, and of 


the which Book he wrote among other things, as I have often 
read and ſeen, that they that are good ſhall go to Paradiſe and 


the Evil People to Hell ; and fo believe all Saraſins. And if a 
Man ask of what Paradiſe they mean, they ſay it is a Place of 
Delights, where a Man. ſhall find all magner of Fruits at al! 


times, and Waters and Rivers running. with Mitk and Honey, 


Wine, and freſh Water, and they {hall all have fair Houſes and 


Soc, as they have deſerved, and thoſe Houſes are made of 


Precious 
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-ecious Stones, Gold and Silver, and every Man {hail have Ten 
Wives and Maidens; and he {hall every Day once have to do 
| with them. and yet thall they ſtill be Maidens And they ſpeak 


q often of the bleſſed Virgin Mary, and tell of the Incarn tion, 
that Mary was learned of Angels, and that Gabriel ſaid: to her 

a that ſhe was choſen before all other from the beginning of the 

y World, and that witneſſeth well their Book. and Gabriel told 

ll her the Incarnation of Jeſus Chriſt, and that the ſhould conceive 

* and bear a Child: And they ſay, that Chriſt was a Holy Pro- 

) WH phe in Word and Deed, and alſo meek and right wile to all 

F Men, and one not any way blame-worthy, and they tay that 


when the Angel told her of the Incarnation, ſhe had great dread, 
for ſhe was very Loung, and there was one in that Country that 
practiſed Sorcery, who was called Takins, that with Enchant-. 
ments could make him like an Angel, and went often and lay 
with Maidens, and therefore was Mary the more afraid of the 
Angel; and thought in her mind that it had been Takina, who 
went to Maidens ; and ſhe charged him in the Name of God to 
tell her if he were the ſame Takia, and the Angel bad her have 
no dread, for he was for certain a true Meflenger of Jeſus Chriſt. 
Alſo their Book Alcoran ſaith, I hat ſhe had a Child under a 

Palm- Tree: Then was ſhe greatly aſhamed, and wiſhed her felt + 
dead, but as ſoon as her Child was born, he ſpake and comfor- 

ted her, ſaying, Ne timeas, Maria; that is, Be not afraid Mary. 

And in many other places: faith their Book Alcoran, that Jeſus 
Chriſt ſpake as ſoon as he was born: And the Book faith, that 

ef, Thrift was ſent of Almighty God, to be an enfample to all 

;Men, and that. God ſhall judge all Men, the good to Heaven, 

1: the wicked to Hell, and that Jeſus Chriſt is the beſt Prophet 

© all other, and next to God, and that he was a Holy Prophet, 

ne gave the blind their ſight, and healed all Diſeaſes, he rai- 

ed Men that were dead, and was taken quick into Heaven, and 

if they may find a Book with Goſpels, ſuch as, Miſſus eſt angelus, 

they do it great Worship: And they faſt one Month in the Year, 

and eat only at Night, and they keep them from their Wives: 

but they that are ſick are not conſtrained to it. And their Book 

Alcoran ſpeaketh of Fews, and ſaith, they are wicked People, for 

they will not believe that Jeſus Chriſt is ol God. Further they

+ fay, that the Jews ſpeak falſly of our Lady, and her Son Jef, 
Chrift, in ſaying that they did not hang him on the Cros. 
Their Book Alroran forbiddeth Murther and Theft; and com. 
mand2th them to do fo to others, as they would have others to 
do to them: For the Saraſins believed ſo near our Faith, that they 
are eaſily converted when Men preach the Law of Jeſus Chrifl. 
They ſay allo that they know. right well by their Propheſies 
that their Law of Mabomet shall fail, as the Fews Law doth. 
and that the Law of Chrifians shall laſt to the Worlds end 
And if a Man ask them wherein they believe, they ſay, that 
they believe in God Almighty, that is the Maker of Heaven 
and Earth, and all other Things, and without him is nothing 
done. And at the Day of Judgment every Man shall be rewar- 
ded after his Deſerving, and that all things are Truth that God 
ſpake by the Mouth of his Prophets. ; ; 


CHAP. XLV. Ye further concerning Mahomet. 


ALSO Mahomer had writ in his Book Alcorau, that every 
Man should. have two Wives, or three, or four; but now 
they have nine, and as many Lemmans as them liketh ; and 
if any of theſe Wives do wrong their Husbands, he may 
drive her out of his Houſe, and take in another, but he muſt 
give part of his Goods. Moreover, where Men ſpeak of the Fa- 
ther, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, they ſay that they are not 
Three Perſons, but One God: For their Book Alcoran ſpeaketh 
not thereof, nor of the Trinity; but they ſay that God ſpake, or | 
elſe he was Dumb; and that God had a Ghoſt, or e og . i 
not alive: They ſay God's Word hath great ſtrengtii, and ſo fait“! BM 
their Alccray, and they ſay that Abraham and Moſer were gre? 

ly in Favour with God, for they ſpake with him, and Mah 
was a true Meſſenger of God; and they have-'many good Art! 
cles of our Faith, and ſome underſtand the Scriptures, Pro- 
phets, Goſpels, and the Bible, for they have them written in 
their Language. In their manner they know Holy Writ, but 
they underſtand it but after the Letter, and ſo do the Fews, for 
they underſtand it not Spiritually, but after their Letter; and 
therefore ſaith S. Paul, Litera occidit, Spiritus autem vi viſicat, 
chat is, The Letter killerh, but the Spirit quiekneth. The Saraſins like. 


wiſe 
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wiſe ſay, that the Jews are wicked, for they keep not the Law 
of Moſes which he gave them; and alto Chrijtians are evil, for 
they keep not the Commandments of the Goſpel that Jeſus Chrilt 
ſent unto them. 3 „ 

And further, I ſhall tell you what the Soldan told me upon 
a Day in his Chamber, mutting out all other Men, as Loids, 
Knights, and others, for he would ſpeak with me in Counſel; 
and then he asked me how Chriſtians governed themſelves in 
our Country: I anſwered him and ſaid, Right well, thanks he 
to God: But he ſaid ſecretly, nay, for he ſaid that our Prieſts. 
made no force of God's Service, for they ſhould give good Ex- 
ample to Men to do well, and they give ill Example; and there- 
fore when the People ſhould go on the Holy Days to Church to 


ſerve God, they go to the Tavern to Sin in Gluttony both Day and 


Night, eating and drinking as Bealts that know not when they 

have enough. He ſaid alſo, that there was much Contention - 
among Chriſtians, and one would defraud: another, and they 
were ſo proud that they knew not how to cloath them, now ſhort, . 
now long, now ſtrait, now wide, and of all Faſhions: whereas -- 
they ſhould be humble and meek, giving their Alms as Je- 
fus Chriſt did, in whom they believe. He faid alſo, that they 
were fo Covetous, that for a little Money they would ſell their 


Children, Siſters, or Wives, one Man taking another Mans 


Wife, and no Man keeping his Promiſe: Therefore ſaith he, 
ſor their Sins hath God given theſe Lands to our hands, and not 
through our ſtrength, but all for your Sins: For we know cer- 
tainly, that while ye truly ſerve God he will help you, ſo that no 
Man ſhall win of vou, if that you ſerve God as ye ought to do: 

but while ye live ſo ſinfully as ye do, we have no dread of you, 


for God will not help you. And then J asked him how he knew 


the ſtate of Chriſtians in that manner; and he ſaid that he knew 
well the ſtate both of Lords and of Commons, by his Meſſengers 
which he fent through all the Countries as it were Merchants, 
with precious Stones and other Merchandiſes, to know the man- 
ner of every Country., And then he did call again all the Lords 
into his Chamber to us, and then ſhewed he unto me Three Per- 
ſons that were great Lords of that Country, whoſhewed unto me 
the manner of my Country and of all Chriſftendom, as hong 
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. they had been Men born in the ſame Parts, and they ſpake Beg; 
right well, and the Soldan alſo; and then I had great marvel 
this ſlander of our Faith; and ſo they that ſhould be turned by 
our good Examples to the Faith of Jeſus Chriſt, they are draun 
away through our Evil living; and therefore it is no wonder if 
that they call us Evil, ſor they ſay Truth: But the Saraſins are 
true, for they keep truly the Commandments of their Alcoran. 


CHAP. XLVI. Of the Birth of Mahomet: 

ND ye ſhaliunderſtand that Mabemet was born at 1bar-b-in 
Araby, and his Father was a Painim, and his Mother a Jeu; 
their Names was Abdul and Hemna, and they were but poor Peo. Wl 

3 ple; and he was firſt a poor Drudge, and kept Horſe; and af. W 
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terward he followed Merchandize. £5 Os 5 
And the Sara/ms ſay, he came into Egypt with Merchandize, 
and Egypt was the fame time Chriſtened, and there was a Chap- 
pel beſide 4raby, and there was an Hermit; and when he came to 
the Chapel that was but a little low Houſe, as ſoon as he entred, 
it began to be as great as.it were a Palace Gate; and that was the 
firſt Miracle that the Sara/ms ſay he did in his Youth. After began 
Mabomet to be wile and rich, and became a great Aſtronomer, and 
ſince was the Keeper of the Land for the Prince of Cor-/an,and go; 
vernedit full well, in ſuch manner that when the Prince was dead.) 
he married the Lady Named Quadiga. And Mabomet fell often 
into the Falling-Evil; wherefore the Lady was ſorry that ſhe had 
taken him to be her Husband; and he made her believe that eve- 
ry time he fell ſo, the Angel Gabriel ſpake to him, and for the 
brightneſs of the Angel he fell down. This Mabomet reigned in 
Araby, in the Year of our Lord Six Hundred and Twenty : He 
was of the Kindred of Ihmael that was Abraham's Son, whomhe 
begat on Hagar: The other are called Saraſins of Sara; but ſome 
are Called Moabites, and ſome Ammonites, after Lot's two Sons. 
And ye ſhall underſtand that the Turks, Arabians, and Perſians do 
profeſs the Alcoran, but they vary one from andther in many mat- 
ters. This Ma bomet loved well a good Man an Hermit, that 
dwelt in the Wilderneſs, a Mile from Mount Sina, in the way as 
Men go from Araby to Chaldee, a Days Journey from the Sea, 
ens Merchants of Venice come; and Mabomet went often ry

this Hermit, for he heard gladly the Hermit preach ; but his Men 
were diſpleaſed at it, for they travelled ſometime all Night; 
wherefore they wiſhed the Hermit dead. So it befell on a Night, 
that Mabomet was fore drunk with ſtrong Wine, fo that he fell 
aſleep ; then his Men took his Sword out of his ſhea h whilſt he 
lay and ſlept, and therewith they ſlew the Hermit, and when 
they had done, they put up the Sword again all bloody ; and up- 
on the Morrow when that he found the. Hermit thus dead, he 
was Very angry in his mind, and-right wroth, and would have 
put his Men unto Death; but they all wich one accord, and with 


one conſent ſaid, that he himſelf had ſlain him, when he was 
drunken, and they ſhewed him his own Sword all bloody; and 
then he believed that they faid truth, and curſed the Wine, and 
all thoſe that drank it. And therefore Saraſins that are devout, 
drink no Wine openly, leſt they ſhould be reproved, but they 
drink good Beverage, ſweet and nouriſhing, that is made of 
Calamels, and thereof is Sugar made. 

And it befel ſome time that Chriſtians became Sarafins, either 
through. poverty, ſimpleneſs, or wickedneſs ; and therefore their

CHAP. XLVII. Of divers Countries, and of marvellous Beaſts. 
A* D fince then I have ſpoken before of the Holy Land and 
Countries t:tereabout, and many ways thither ; and to 
Mount Sina and to Babylon, and divers other places which I 
have ſpoken of: Now will I ſpeak of ſtrange Beaſts, of divers 
People, Countites and Ifſes that are parted by the Rivers which 
run through Paradiſe rerreffre. For Meſopotamia and the Kingdom 
of Chaldee, and Aral, are between two Rivers, Tigris and Euphrates 
and the Kingdom of Media and Perſia are between two Rivers, 7 . 
gris and Indus: and the Kingdom of Sury, Pale#tine, and Femines are 
between Euphrates and the Mediterranean Sea. It is of length from 
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AHoroch on the Sea of Spain, unto the great Sea and fo it laſt- 

eth beyond Con ft antinople three hundred and twenty Miles of Lum- 
bardy, and to the Ocean Sea. In Inde is the Kingdom of RE 
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which is all cloſed among Hills, and beſide Sicbem, is the Land of

This Man was a great Doctor of Divinity, and of the God- - 
head, he was accuſed unto the Pope of Rome, that he was an 
Hererick, and the Pope ſent for him, and put him in Priſon, and 
while he was in that Priſon he made this Pſalm, and ſent it anto 
the Pope, and ſaid, if that he were an Heretick then was that 
Hereſie, for that was his Faith and his Belief : and when the 
Pope ſaw that what he had faid therein, was all our Faith, he 
anon delivered him out of Priſon, andcommanded that Pſalm to 
be faid every day at the beginning of Service; and fo he held 
A:hanaſius for a good Chriſtian : but he would never after go to 
his Biſhoprick becauſe they accuſed him of Hereſie. N 
was ſometime holden of the Emperor of Conſtanrmeple, but a 
great Man that he ſent to help the Country againſt the Turks, 
did hold it to himſelf and called himſelf Emperor of Topaſond.

and was rich; ſo that he would ask nothing but the continual 
love of the fair Lady, or to have his will of her.

ſome ſay, they have been there and put their fingers in the holes 
where the Fiend went out, when Noah ſaid in this manner Bene- 
diene. But J judge, that for Snow that is always upon that Hill, 
both Winter and Summer, no Man hath ever gone up ſince b 
was there: but only one is ſaid to have been there, who brought 
a Plank that is yet in the Abbey of the Hills foot, for he had 
great deſire to go up that Hill, and when he was at the third part 
upward, he was ſo weary that he might not go further, and he

From thence Men go to a City that is called Sarchis, and 
ii isa fair and good City, and there dwell many true believing 
kriſtians, and there be Men of Religion From thence Men 
come to the Land of Combe, and in that Land groweth Pepper, 
in a Forreſt that is called Tombar, and it groweth in none other 
ace more in all the Country, than in that Forreſt, and that For- 
reſt is fifty days Journey; and there hy the Land of Lombe is 
the City of Polomer, and. under that City is a Hill that Men call 
Pombe, and thereof taketh the City its Name.

In this Church of S. Thomas is a great Image, that is a Simula- 
cre, and is richly beſet with precious Stones and Pearls; to that 
Image Men come in Pilgrimage from far Countries with great 
Devotion, and there come fome Pilgrims that bear ſharp Knives 
in their hands, and as they go by the way, they ſlaſh their 


Shanks and Thighs, that the blood may come out for the Love of 


that Idol, and they ſay that he is holy that will die for that Idol's 
fake. And there be ſome that from that tinie that they go out 
of their Houſes, at each third pace they kneel, till that they come 
to this Idol ; and when they come there, they have Incenſe, or 
ſome other thing to Offer to the Idol: and there before that Min- 


ſter or Temple of this Idol, is a River full of Water; and in

that River Pilgrims caſt Gold; Silver, Pearls, and other precious 
Stones without number, inſtead of Offerings; and therefore 
when as the Minſter hath any need of mending, then the 
Maſter gf the Minſter goes unto the River, and takes out there.

And ye ſhall underſtand that when any great Feaſts of that 
Idol come, as the Dedication of the Temple, or, of the Thro- 


ning of the Idol, all the Country thereahout aſſemble there toge · 


ther: then they ſer the Idol with great Reve ence in a Chair 
richly beſet with Gold and Tapeſtry, aud ſo they carry him 
with. great Reverence and Worſhip round about the City; and 


Before the Chair goeth firſt in Proceſſion, all the Maidens of the 
Country two and two together, and fo after them go the 


Pilgrims that are come from tar Countries, 'of the which Pilgrims 


ſome fall down before the Chair, and fo let all go over them, 
inſomuch, that ſome are flain, and others have their Arms and 


Legs broken: This they do for love of the Idol, thinking that 
the more pain they ſuffer here for their Idol, the more joy ſhall 
they. have in the other World. But a Man ſhall find few Chri- 
ſtians that will ſuffer fo much Pennance for our Lord's Sake as 
they do for their Idol. And nigh before the Chair go all the

Commons: and I asked them if it had not been hetter to give

Theſe are fair Beaſts and well ſmelling, and by the ſmell of 
| thoſe skins, no evil ſmell may come to the Palace: thoſe skins 
are as red as blood, and they ſhine ſo againſt the Sun, that a 
Matt can ſcarcely behold them, and thoſe skins are eſteemed 
there as much as Gold. In the midſt of the Palace is a place 
made, that they call the Mountor, for the great Caane: That is 
well deck'd with great and precious ſtones hanging about: 
and at the ſour corners of the Mountor are four Nedders of 
Gold, and under that Mountor, and about are Conduics of Be- 
rerage that they drink in the Emperor's Court. And the Hall of 
that Palace is richly. deck'd and well: and firſt, at the upper 
end of the Hall is the Throne of the Emperor, very high, where 
he ſitteth at Meat, at a Table that is well bordered with Gold, 
and that border is full of precious Stones and great Pearls, and 
the greeces on which he goeth up, are of divers precious Stones 
bordered with Gold. | | 3 5 
At the left ſide of this Throne, is the Seat of his Wife, a 
degree lower than he ſitteth, and that is of Jaſper, bordered 
with Gold, and the Seat of his ſecond Wife, is a degree lower 
than the firſt, and that is alſo of good Jaſper, bordered with 
Gold; and the Seat of the third Wife a degree lower than the 
ſecond, for always he hath three Wives with him, wherefoever 
he is: beſide theſe Wives, on the ſame ſifle ſitteth other Ladies 
of his kin, each one lower than other, as they are of degree: 
and all thoſe that are Married, have a Counterfeit of a Man's

Cryſtal or Bvral, the-yellow are 


of Topaces, the green of Emeralds and Cryſolites, and the black 


are of Quicks and Gerands ; and this Vine is made thus of precious 


Stones, ſo properly, that it ſeemeth that it were a Vine growing. 
And before the Board of the Emperor ſtandeth great Lords, and 


no Man is ſo hardy to ſpeak unto him, except it be Muſitians to 
ſolace the Emperor. And ail the Veſſels that are ſerved in his 
Fall or Chambers, are of precious Stones, and ſpecially at the 


Tables where great Lords eat, that is to ſay, of Jaſper, Cryſtal, 


Amethiſt, or fine Gold, and the Cups are of Emeralds, Sap- 


phics, ' Topaces, and Other of any manner of Stones, and of 
Silver have they no Veſlels, for they eſteem but little of Silyer 
to make Veſſels of, but they make of Silver, Greeces, Pillars, 
and Pavements of Halls and Chambers. And ye ſhalkander- 
ſtand tha: my Fellow and I were in Wages with him ſixteen 


Months againſt the King of Manc'y, upon whom he made War, 
and the cauſe was, we had ſo great deſire to ſee the Nobility of 
his Court, if it were ſuch as we heard ſpeak of ; and truly we 
found it more rich, and of greater Royalty than ever we heard 
ſpeak of, and we ſhould never have believed it, had we not ſeen 


it: but ye ſhall underſtand, the uſe of eating and drinking is 


more evil among us than in thoſe Countries, for all the Com- 


mons eat upon skins of Beaſts on their knees and eat the Fleſh

great Caane of Cathay, Now it befell that the firſt Lineage was 
an old Man, and he was not iich, and Men called him. Chanzus : 
This Man lay and ſlept on a night in his Bed, and there came 
to him a Knight all white, ſitting vpon a white Horſe, ſaid to 
him, Caane, ſlecpeſt thou ? God that is Almighty lent me to thee, 
and it is his Will chat thou ſay to the ſcven Lineages, that thou 
{halt be thei: Emperor, for you ſhall Conquer all the Land about 
you, and they ſhall be in your ſubjection, as you have been in 
theirs: and when the Morrow came, he roſe up and told the 
leren Lineages, and they ſcorned him, and ſaid he was a Fool: 
and the next night the fame Knight came to the ſeven Lineages, 
and bad them in God's behalf to make Chanins their Emperor, 
and they ſhould be out of all Subjection.

Emperor, and did him all Worſhip that 
they might do, and called him Caane, as the white Knight cal- - 
led him, and they ſaid they would do as lie bad them.

Men bring nothing, as Cloaths, Bread, Drink, nor no ſuch 
things to the Emperor, but at certain Hours that the Philoſo- 
phers tell; and if any Man raiſe War againſt the Emperor in 
what Country ſoever it be, theſe Philoſophers know it ſoon, 
and tell the Emperor, or his Council, and he ſendeth Men thither, 
for he hath many Men. Alſo he hath many Men that keep 


Birds, as Gerfaulkens, Sparhawks, Fawkhens, Gentles, Lavers, 


Sacres, Popinjays, that can ſpeak, and many other: He hath 
Ten Thouſand Elephants, Baboons, Marmozets, and other, 
and he bath ever about him many Phyſicians, more than two 
Hundred that are Chriſtian Men, and Sarafins, but yet he 
truſteth more in Chriſtian Men than in Saraſins. And there is 


in that Country many Sarafins that are Converted to the Faith, 


through the Preaching of good Chriſtian Menthat dwell there, 


and there are many that will not be known they are Chriſtans. 


C HAP. LXXII, Of rhe great Riches of the Emperor, of 
5 . bis Diſpendg. 
T His Emperor is a great Lord, he may diſpend what he 
1 will without number, becauſe he ſpendeth neither Sil-

| ND when the great Caane doth ride from one Country to 
K another, they ordarn four Hoſts of People, of which the 
firſt goeth before a days Journey, and that Hoſt lieth at Even 
where the Emperor ſhall lie on the morrow, and there is plenty 
ck Victuals. And another Hoſt cometh at the right fide of him, and 
another at the left ſide, and in each Hoſt is many Men, and then 
cometh the fourth Hoſt behind him a Bow draught, there is more 
Men in that, than in any other. And ye ſhall underſtand that 
the Emperor rideth on no Horfe 3; but when he will go to any 

_ ſecret place with a ſmall Train, where he will not be known, 
then he rideth in a Chariot with four wheels, and thereupon 
is a Chamber made of a Tree that Men call Lignum Ales, that 
cometh out of Paradice Terreftre, and that Chamber is covered 
with fine Gold, and precious Stones and Pearls, and four Ele- 
phants, and four Oxen all white, go therein, and five or fix 
great Lords ride about him, fo that none other Man may come 
nigh him, except the Emperor call, and in the fame manner 
with a Chariot, and ſuch Train, rideth the Empreſs by another 
fide, and the Emperor's eldeſt Son in that ſame array, and they 

haye ſo many People, that it is a great marvel for to ſee. 


CHAP: LXXIV. How the Empire of the great Caane ii divi- 

ded into Twelve Provinces; and bow they do caſt Incenſe in the fire, 

where the great Caane paſſeth through the Cities and Towns, in

2 E Land of the great Caane is divided into Twelve Pro- 

vinces, and every Province hath more than two thouſand 

Cities and Towns: And when the Emperor rideth througn the 
Country, as he paſſeth thro? Cities and Towns, each Man maketi 

à fire before his Houle, and cafteth therein Incenſe, and other 
things that give good ſmell co the Emperor. And if any Men 
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of Religion that are Chriſtian Men dwell near where the Empe- 
ror cometh, they meet him with Proceſſion, with Croſs and 
Holy-Water, and they ſing Yen creator Spiritus, with loud voice: 
and when he ſeeth them coming, he commandeth the Lords to 
ride near to them to make way, that the Religious Men may 
come to him; and when he ſeeth the Croſs, he doth off his Hat 
that is made of precious S:ones, and great Pearls, and that Hat 
zs ſo rich. that it is a marvel to tell, and then he inclineth to the 
Croſs, and the Prelate of the Religious Men ſaith Oriſons before 
him, and giveth him the Bleſſing with the Croſs, and he incli- 
neth to the Bleſſing full devoutiy: and then the Prelate giveth 
him ſome Fruit, to the number of nine Pears or. Apples, or 
other fruit in a Platter of Gold, and then the Emperor taketh 
one thereof, and the other he giveth to his Lords: for the manner 
is ſuch there, that no ſtrange Man may come before the Empe- 


ror, but he gives him ſomewhat, after the old Law, that ſaith, . 


Non accedit conſpectu meo inanis : that is to ſay, No Man comes into 
my fight empty. And then the Emperor biddeth thoſe Religious 
Men that they go forth, ſo that Men of his Hoſt defile them 
not, and thoſe Religious Men that dwell where the Empreſs or 


the Emperor's Son cometh, they do in the ſame manner. 


CHA P. LXXV. How the Caane i the Mightieſ® Lird 
| of all the World. 


THis great Caane is the mightieſt Lord of the World, for Pre- 
ſter Fobn is not ſo great a Lord, nor the Soldan of Baby- 

lon, nor the Emperor of Perſia. In this Land a Man hath an 
hundred Wives, ſome forty, and ſome more, ſomeleſs, and they 
take of their Kin to Wives, all fave their Siſters, their Mothers 


and Daughters; and they alfo take their Step- Mother, if 


their Father be dead: and Men and Women have all one man- 
ner of cloathing, ſo that they may not be known : but the Wo- 
men that are Married, bear a token on their heads, and they 
dwell not with their Husbands, but he may lye by any as he 
will; they have plenty of all manner of Beaſts ſaye Swine, for 
they will keep none; and they believe in God that made all 
things, and yet have they Idols of Gold and Silver, and tv 
moſe Idols they offer their wi Milk of Beaſts. 
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CH AP. LXXVI. Tz of other Manners of this Country. 


+ HE Emperor the great Ca-ne, hath three Wives, and the 
principal Wife was Prefter Fobn's Daughter. And the Peo. 
ple of this Countty begin to do all their things in the New Moon, 
and they Worſhip much the Sun and the Moon; thoſe Men rice 
commonly without Spurs, and they hold it a great Sin to break 
one bone with another, and to ſpill Milk on the ground, or any 
other Liquor that Men may di ink: and the moſt fault that they 
may do, is to piſs in the Houles where they dwell ; and he that 


piſſeth in his Houſe ſhall be ſlain: of that Sin they ſhrieve them 


to their Prieſts and for their Pennance they give Silver, and 
the place where they have piſſed ſhall be ballowed, or elle may 


no Man come there. And when they have done their Pennance, 


they tha!l paſs through a fire or two, to make them clean of their 


Sins When they have eaten, they wipe their hands upon their 


skirts,” for they have no Table-cloths, except it be very great 
Lords: and when they have all eaten, they put their Diſhes or 
Platters not waſhed, into a Pot or Cauldron with the Fleſh that 
is left when they have eaten, until} they will eat another time: 
and rich Men drink Milk of Mares, Aſſes, or other Beaſts, and 
other Beverage, that is made of Milk and Water together, for 
they have neither Beer nor Wine. And when they go to War, 
they War fall wiſely, and each Man of them beareth two or 
three Bows, and many Arrows, and a great Hatchet. Gentle- 
men have ſhore Swords, and he that flieth in Battel they ſlay 


him, and they are ever in purpoſe to bring all the Land in Sub- 


jection to them; for they lay, it is Propheſied that they ſhall 
overcome by ſhot of Archers, and that they ſhall turn Men to 
their Law, but they wot not what Men they ſhall be: and it is 
great peril to purſue the Tartarians when they flee, for. they will 
ſhoot behind and flay Men as well as before; and they have 
{mall Eyes as little Birds, and they are commonly falſe, for they: 
hold not their Promife. And when a Man ſhall die among them, 
they ſtrike a Spear in the Earth betide him; and when he draws. 

eth to the death, they go out of the Houfe till he be dead, then 


they put him into the Earth in the Field. 
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CHAP. LXXVII. How the Emperor is brought unto his Grave 
LE WILT when be is Dead. „ 
A ND. when the Emperor is dead, they ſet him into a Cart, 
in the midſt of his Tent; arid then ſer before him 2 Table 
covered with a Cloth, thereupon they fer fleſh and other Meat, 
and à Cup full of Mares Milk, and they fet a Mare with a Colt 
by him, and a Horſe Sadled and Bridled, and they lay upon the 
Horſe Gold and Silver, and all about him they make a great 
pit, and with all the things they put him therein, as the Tent, 
Horſe, Gold and Silver, and all that is about him: and they ſay 
when he cometh into another World, he ſhall not he without an 
Houſe, nor Horſe, nor Silver nor Gold, and the Mare ſhall give 
him Milk, and bring forth more Horſes till he be well ſtored in 
another World: And one of his Chamberlains or Servants is 
put with him in the Earth, for to do him Service in the other 
World; for they believe that when he is dead, he ſhall go to 
another World, and be a greater Lord there than here and 
when he is laid in the Earth, no Man may be ſo hardy for to 
ſpeak of him before his Friede.

at a great Hill, that Men call Abzor : this Land laſteth from 
Turły to the great Sen, and to the Land of Middy, and to great 
Armory; and in this Land are two Kingdoms, one of Alcan, 
and another of Geo:py ; hut he of Georg) is in ſubjection to the 
great Caane, hut he ot Alcan hath a flrong Country, and defen. 
 deth him well againſt the Enemies: And in this Land of Abcan 
is a great marvel, for there is a Country in this Land that is near 
three days Journey in length, and it is called Hampton, and that 
: Sewers * all covered with darkneſs, fo that it hath no light, 
thatno Man may ſee there, and no Man dare go into that Coun- 
try for darkneſs, and nevertheleſs Men of that Country thereby 
{ay, that they may ſometime hear therein the voices of Men 
and Horſes crying, and Cocks crow, and they know well that 
Men dwell there, but they know not what manner of Men: 
and they ſay this darkneſs came thro? the work of God, that he 
did for Chriſtian Men there. For there was a wicked Empe- 
ror that was of Poy, and was called Saures, and he purſued ſome 
time the Chriſtian Men to deſtroy them, and did miake them dg 
Sacrifice to his falſe Gods, for in that Country dwelleth many 
Chriſtian Men, the which left all their Goods and Cattel, and 
: Riches, & went to Greece: & when they were all in a great Plain 
that is called Mecon, the Emperor and his Men came to ſlay the 
Chriſtian Men, and then the Chriſtian Men kneeled down and 
eee to God, and anon came a thick Cloud and covered the 
Emperor and all his Beafts, ſo that he might not go away, and 
fo they dwelt in darkneſs. and they never came out after: and 
the Chriſtian Men went forward as they would; and therefore 
they ſay thus, 4 Domino factum eſt iſtud, & eff mirabile in oculis 
noſtris: that is to ſay, Of our Lord is this done, and it is mar vel. 
lous in our Eyes. Out of this Land cometh a River whereby 
Men may ſee by good tokens that Men dwell therein, 
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CHAP. LXXXIII. Of the Land of Turky, and divers other 
Countries, and of the Land of Meſopotamia. 3 
HE next is the Land of Tarky, that reacheth to great Ar- 
T mony and therein are many Countries, as Capedoce, Saure, 
Brikes, Queccion, Patyn, and Generh : in each one of theſe Coun- 
tries are many good Cities, and it is a plain Land, with few 
Hills and Rivers. And then is the Kingdom of Meſopotamia, that 
beginneth Weſtward at the River of Tygre, at the City that 
Men call Moſel, and it laſteth Weſtward to the River Euphrates, 
to a City that Men call Rocbaim, and Weſtward from high Ar- 
nony, unto the Wilderneſs of Inde the leſs, and it is a good Land 
and plain, but there is few Rivers, and there is but two Hills in 
that Land, the one is called Simar, and the other Liſon, and it 
reacheth unto the Land of Chaldee.

CHAP. LXXXIV. Of divers Countries, Kingdoms, and Iſles, 
and Marvel, beyond the Land of Cathay. 
OW have I ſaid and ſpoken of many things on this fide of 
f N the great Kingdom of Cathay; of whom many are obey- 
fant to the great Caane. Now I ſhall cell of ſome Lands, Coun- 
tries, and Illes, that are beyond the Land of Catbay. Who ſo 
goeth from Cathay to Inde the High and the Low, he ſhall go 
through a Kingdom that Men call Cadiſſen, and it is a great Land: 
there groweth a manner of Fruit as it were Guords, and when 
it is ripe, Men cut it aſunder, and they find therein a Beaſt as it 
were of fleſh; bone and blood, as it were a little Lamb without 
Wool, and Men eat the Beaſt and Fruit alſo, and ſure it ſeem- 
eth very-ttrange. Nevertheleſs, I ſaid to them, that I held that 
for no marvel, for I ſaid that in my Country are Trees that bear 
Fruit that become Birds flying, and they are good to eat, and 
that that falleth on the Water, liveth, and that that falleth on the 
Earth, dieth; and they marvelled much thereat In this Land, 
and many other thereabout, are Trees that bear Cloves, and 
Nutmegs, and Mace, and many other Spices ; and there be 
Vines that bear ſo great Grapes, that a ſtrong Man ſhall have 
enough to bear a Cluſter of Grapes. In that lame Land are the 


Hilk of Caſpy that Men call Uber, _ incloſed within thoſe Hills 
| | | "ol 
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are the Jews of the Ten Kinds, that Men call Gog and 44; 2 
and they may come out on no ſide ; there were enclos d twen 
two Kings, with their Folk, that dwelleth between the Hills gf 
Syche ; and King Alex2n%r chaſed them thicher among thoſe Hills 
for he truſted to have incloſed them there, through the working

Men, but he might not; and when he ſaw he might not, be 
prayed to God that he would fulfill that which he had begun: 
God heard his Prayer, and incloſed the Hills all about them, 
dut at one ſide, and there is the Sea of Caſpy. Here ſome Men 
might ask, if there be a Sea on one fide, why go they not out 
there? thereto anſwer I, That altho' it be called a Sea, it is not 
2 Sea, but a Pool ſtanding among Hills, and it is the greateſt 
Pool of all the World; and though they go over that Pool, yet 
they know not where to arrive, for they can ſpeak no ſpeech 
but their own : and ye ſhall underſtand that thoſe: Jews which 
dwelt among the Hills have no Law among them, and yet they 


pay Tribute for their Land to the Kings of Armony : and ſome- 


time it is ſo, that ſome of choſe Jews go over the Hills, but 
many may not paſs there together, for the Hills ate: fo great 
and hizh. Nevertheleſs Men fay in that Country thereby, that 
in the time of Antichriſt they ſhall do much harm to Chriſtian 
Men, and therefore all the Jews that dwell in divers parts of the 
World, learn to ſpeak Hebrew, for they hope that theſe Jews, 
that dwell among the Hills aforeſaid, {ball come out of the _"

and ſpeak all Hebrew, and nothing elſe, and then ſhall theſe 
Jews ſpeak Hebrew to them, and lead them into Chriſtendom 
for to deſtroy Chriſtian Men. For thefe Jews ſay they know, 
by their Propheſies, that thoſe Jews that are among thoſe Hills 

of Caſpy, ſhall come out, and Chriſtian Men ſhall be in their 
Sub12Rion, as they be under Chriſtian Men now. And if ye 
will know how they ſhall find the Paſſage out as I have under- 
| ſtood, I ſhall tell you. In the time of Antichriſt, a Fox ſhall 
make his Den in the ſame place where King Alexander did make 
his Gates, and he ſhall dig in the Earth ſo long till he pierce it 
through, and come among the Jews; and when they ſee the 
Fox, they ſhall have great marvel of him, for they never ſaw 
ſuch a Beaſt, but other Beaſts they have among them many: and 
they ſhall chaſe this Fox and purfue him until that he be fled again 
into his Hole that he come from, and then ſhall they dig after 
him, until they come to the Gates that A/ex4rer did make of 
great Stones well laid with Mortar ; then ſhall they break thoſe 
Gates and they ſhall find the way forth *- 1 


CHAP. LXXXV. Of the Zand of Bacrie, and of many 
| +... Griffons and other, Beaſts,  _ 1 
Rom this Land Men ſhall go unto the Land of Ba#rie, where 
are many wicked Men and Cruel: in this Land are Trees 
that bear Wool, as it were Sheep, of which they make Cloath. 
In this Land are Ypotains that dwell ſometime on Land, and 
ſometime on Water, and are half a Man and half a Horſe, and 
they feed on Men, when they may get them... In this Land are 
many Griffons more than in other places, and ſome ſay they 
have the body before as an Eagle, and behind as a Lion; and 
it is true, for they be made fo; but the Griffon hath a body 
bigger than eight Lions, and ſtronger than 100 Eagles, for cer- 
tainly he will bear to his Neſt flying, a Horſe. and a Man upon 
his back, or two Oxen yoked together as they go to Plough, 
for he hath long nails on his feet as great as it were Horns of 
Oxen, and of thoſe they make Cups there to drink with, arid 
of his Ribs they niake Bows toſhoot with.

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CHAP. EXXXVI. Of the way to go to Preſter John's Lad,

Rem this Land of Ba&rie, Men go in many days Journey 
1 to the Land of Preſter Febn, that is a great Emperor of 
Inde, and Men call his Land the Iſle of Pantrore. This Emperor 


Freſter Fob», holdeth a great 1 and and many good Cities and 


Towns. In this Kingdom are many good es and large: for 
the Land of nw is par'ed into Iſſes. becauſe of great Rivers that 
come out of Paradiſe; and aiſo in the Sea are many great Iſles, 


= The beſt City that is in the Iſle of Pantrore is called Nile, that is 
a noble City and a Rich. Preſft-r 7:hn hath under him many 


Kings, and divers | ods, and his Land is good and rich; but 


not ſo tich as the Land of the great Caane, for Merchants come 


not ſo much thither as hey do ino the Land of the great Caane, 
for it is too long a Journey. And allo they find in that Iſle of 
Cathay all :hings that they have need vf, as Spicery, Cloath of 
Gold, and other R ches; and altho' they might have better 
cheap in the Land of Preft r F bn than in the Land of Carb, 
and more fine, reverthelefs they will not go thither by reaſon 
of the length of the Journey, and great Perils on Sea: for there 


are many places in the Sea where are many Rocks of a Stone 


that is called Adamantc : the wh'ch of his own kind draweth to 


him all manner of Iron: and therefore there may be no Ships 


that have Iron nails pafs but it draweth them to it, and therefore 
they dare not go into that Country with Ships, for fear of che 
Adamant I went once into that Sea, and ſaw as it had been 


a great Ifle of Trees, flocks, and branches growing, and the 


Shipmen told that thoſe were great Ships that abode there through 
the vertue of the Adamants: and of things that were in the 


Ships, whereof cheſe Trees ſprung and waxed ; and ſuch Rocks 


are there many in divers places of the Sea, and therefore dare 


there no Shipmen paſs that way. And another thing alſo is that 


they fear the long way; and therefore they go moſt to Cathay.and 

that is nearer unto them. And yet it is not fo near, but that from 

Venice or Gene,bySea to Cathay is eleven or twelve Months Journey:

through the Land of Perſta, and come into a City that Men call

popinjays as great plenty as Larks in our Country. In this Coun- 
| try is little Wheat or Barley, and therefore they eat Rice, Milk, 
Cheeſe, and other Fruits. This Emperor Preſter Fobn, Wedded 
commonly the Daughter of the great Cane, and the great Caane 
bis Daughter. In the Land of Prefter Jobn is many ſtrange things 
and many precious Stones ſo great and large, that they make of 
them Veſſels, Platters, and Cups, and many other things, of which 
it were too long to tell: but ſomewhat of his Law and of his 
Faith I ſhall tell you. | 


CH AP. IXXXVII. Of the Faith and Belief of Preſter John; 
| but he hath not all the full Belief as we have. 


His Emperor Prefer Feb» is Chriſtened, and a great part 
+ of his Land alſo, but they have not all the Articles of our 
Faith; but they believe well in the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghoſt, and they are very devout, and true one to another, 
and they make no force of Cattel, and he hath under him 
Seventy Two Provinces and Countries,and in each one is a King, 
and thoſe Kings. have other Kings under them. And in this 
Land are many marvels ; for in this Land is a gravelly Sea, that 

zs of Sand and Gravel, and no drop of water, and it ebbeth and 
floweth with very great waves as another Sea doth, and it is ne- 
ver ſtanding ſtill, and never in reſt ; and no Man can paſs to the 
Land beyond it. And altho there be no Water in the Sea, yet 
' Men may find therem very good Fiſh, and of other faſhion 
and ſhape. than are in any other Sea; and alſo they are of a 
very good taſte, and ſweet, and good to eat; and three days 
journey from that Sea, are many great Hills, through which run- 
neth a great Flood that cometh from Paradiſe, and it is full of 
precious ſtones, and no drop of water, and it runneth with 
great Waves into the gravelly Sea: and this flood runneth three 
days in the Week fo faſt, that it carrieth great ſtones of the Rock 
with it, that make ſuch Noiſe, and as ſoon as they come mo

the Gravel Sea, they are no more ſcen; and in thofe three days, 
when it runnerh thus, no Man dare come in it; but the other 
days Men go therein when they will. And fo beyond that Flood 
toward the Wilderneſs is a great Plain among Hills all Sandy 
and Gravelly, and in that Plain groweth Trees, that at the i. 
ſing of the Sun each day, begin to grow, and ſo grow they: 
till mid-day, and bear Fruit; but no Man dare ear of that 
Fruit, for it is a manner of Iron and after mid day it turneth 


| again to the Earth; ſo that when the Sun goeth down, it is no. 


thing ſeen and fo doth it every day: and there is in that Wil 
derneſs many wild Men with Horns on their Heads, very hi- 


deous, and they ſpeak not, but rout as Swine: And in that 


Country are many Popinjays, that they call in their Language 
Piſtake, and they ſpeak through their own kind, partly as a Man, 


and thoſe that ſpeak well have long Tongues and large, and 
on every foot fire Toes, but there are ſome that have three 


Toes, but thoſe ſpeak not, or very ill. 


CHAP. LXXXVIII. Of azother Iſland; 8 allo dvelkth 
good People therein, and is called Synople. 


A Hen is there another Iſle that is called Synople, wherein alſo 


| are good People and true, and full of good Faith, and 
they are much like in their living to the Men beforeſaid, and 


they go all naked: into that Iſland came King Alexander, and 
when he ſaw their good Faith and Truth, and their good Belief, 


he ſaid he would do them no harm, and bid them ask of him 


. Riches, or any thing elſe, and they ſhould have it. And they 


anſwered, that they had Riches enough when they have meat 
and drink to ſuſtain their Bodies; and they ſaid alſo, that riches 
of this World are nought worth; but if it were fo that he might 
grant them that they ſhould never die, that would they pray 
him. And Alexander ſaid, that might he not do, for he was 


mortal, and ſhould die as they ſhould. Then ſaid they, why 


art thou fo proud, and wouldſt win all the World, and have 


it in Subjection, as it were a God, and haſt no term of thy Life, 


and thou wilt have all Riches of the World, the which ſhall 


foi ſake thee, or thou forſake them, and thou ſhalt bear nothing 
with thee, but it ſhall remain to others; but as thou wert born

naked, fo ſhalt thou be done in Earth? And Alan der was 
great aftöniſbed at this Speech. And tho? it be fo that they. 
| rave not the Articles of our Faith, nevertheleſs I believe that 
God likerhtheir-Service as he did of 7b that was a Peinim, the 
which he held for his true Servant and many other. I believe 
verily that God loveth all thoſe that love him, and ſerve him 
meekby. and truly, and that deſpiſe the vain- glory of the World, 
as theſe. Men do, and Job did: and therefore ſaid our Lord“ 
through the mouth of the holy Prophet Eſay, Ponam cis multipli- 
ces leges meas: that is to ſay, 1 ſhall put Laws to them in many: 
manners: And the Goſpel ſaith thus, Alias owes habeo, que non ſunt 
ex hoc ili: that is, I have other Sheep. that are not of this Fold: 
and thereto. accordeth the Viſion that S. Peter ſaw at Foppa, how 
the Angel came from Heaven, and: brought with him all man- 
ner of Beaſts, as Serpents, and divers Fowls, ſaying to S. Peter, 
Take and eat: And S Peter anſwered, I never eat of any un- 
clean Beaſt: And the Angel ſaid unto him, Non dicas immunda 
uæ Deus mundavit : That is to fay, Call thou not thoſe things un- 
clean that God hath. cleanſed. This was done in token that Men 
ſhould not have any Man in diſdain for their divers Laws, for 

we know not whom God loveth, and whom God hateth. 


CHAP. LXXXIX. Of i vo other Iles, the one is called Pitan, 
wherein be little Men that can eat no Meat: And in the ot her Ile 
the Men are full of Feathers. | | 


Here is another Iſle that Men call Pitan, the Men of this 
1 Land Till no Ground, for they eat nothing; and they are 
ſmall, but not ſo ſmall as Pigmies. Theſe Men live with the 
ſmell of wild Apples, and when they go far out of the Country, 
they bear Apples with them; for as foon as they loſe the favour

Ifo in an Ifle of Prefer Fobn's Land, called Miſcorah, there 
was a Man that was called Catolonapes, he was rich,

Garden, wherein were inany Trees bearing all manner of 
Fruits that he might find, and had planted therein all manner of

bers, well deckt with Gold and Azure, and he had made there 


divers Stories of Beaſts and Birds that ſung and tuned by Engine 


or Orbage, as if they had been quick: and he had in his Gar. 
den all things that might be to Man's ſolace and comfort: he 
had alſo in that Garden, Maidens of the Age of Fifteen Years, 


the faireſt that he might find, and Men children of the fame 


age, and they were cloathed with Cloath of Gold, and he ſaid 
that they were Angels, and he cauſed to be made certain Hills, 
and encioſed them about with precious Stones of Jaſper and Cry- 
ſtal, and with Gold and Pearl, and other manner of Stones; 
and he made a Conduit under the Earth, ſo that when he would, 
the Wells ran ſometime with Milk, ſometime with Wine, and 
ſometime Honey ; and this place he called Paradiſe, and when 
any young Batchelor of the Country, Knight or Squire, 
cometh to him for ſolace or ſport, he leadeth them into his Para- 
diſe, and ſheweth them theſe things, as the Songs of Birds, and

A- 
nother iſle is there, of fairer People and good, where the Cu- 
ſtom is ſuch, the firſt night that they are Wedded, they take a 
certain Man, that is ordained therefore, and let him lie by their 
Wives to have their Maidenkeads, and chey give him a great re- 
ward for his pains ; and thoſe Men are called Gadlybtien: for 
Men of that Country hold it a great thing to make a Woman 
no Maiden: and if it beſo that the. Husband find her a Maiden 
the next night after (for peradventure he that lay by her was 
drunken, or for ſome other cauſe) the Husband ſhall complain 
of him to the Lawyers that he has not done his devoir, and he 
ſhall be grievouſly puniſhed and chaſtiſed ; but after the firſt 
night they keep their Wives well, that they ſpeak not with thoſe 
Men. And I asked what was the cauſe why they had that Cu- 
ſtom ; and they ſaia, heretofore Men lay with their Wives firſt, 
and no other, and their Wives had Serpents in their Bodies, and 
ſtung their Husbands in the Yard or on their Bodies, and ſo were 
many Men ſlain, and therefore they had that Cuſtom to let other 
Men have their Maidenheads, for fear of death : and thus they 
ſuffer them to aſſay the pallage ere they adventure. Bt 


CHAP. XCIIL Of Women which make great Sorrow whey 
| their Children are Born, great Foy when they are Dead. 


Nother Iſle there is, where Women make great ſorrow when 
their Children are born, and when they are dead they 
make great joy, and caſt them into a great fire and burn them: 
And they that love well their Husbands, when they are dead, 
they caſt them into the fire and burn them; for they ſay chat 
fre ſhall make them clean of all filth and vices; and they ſhall

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be clean in another World; and the cauſe why they weep when 
their Children are Born, and that they joy at their Death is, the 
{ay a Child when it is Born cometh into this World to have 
Travel, Sorrow and Heavineſs, and when they are dead, they. 
go to Paradiſe, where Rivers are of Milk and Honey: And 
there is Life, and Jon, and plenty of Goods without Travel or 
Sorrow. In this Ile they Elect their Kings by Voices; and 
chuſe him not for his Riches, and Nobleneſs, but him that i; 
of good Condition, and moft Righteous and True, that Judg- 
eth every Man truly, little and much, after their Treſpaſs; and 

the King may Judge no Man to Death, without Counſel of his 

Barons, and that they all affent. And if it be ſo that their Kin 
do a great Treſpaſs ; as flay a Man, or ſuch like, he ſhall die 
alſo, But he ſhall not be ſlain, but they-Charge and Command 
that no Man be fo hardy as to keep him Company, nor to ſpeak 
to him. nor give him meat nor drink ; and thus he dieth : for 
they ſpare no Man that hath done a Treſpaſs, for Love, Lord- 
_ _ nor Nobleneſs, but they do him right as he hath 
eſerved. is "RY 


CHAP. XCIV. Of an land where Men Wed their own 
. Daughters and Kinſwomen. 


en is another Ille where is that great plenty of People, 
and they never eat fleſh of Hares, nor of Hens, nor of 
Geele, yet is there many of them, but they eat of all other Beaſts, 
and they drink Milk. In this Country they wed their own 
Daughters, and other of their Kin, as them liketh: and if there 
be ten or eleven Men in one Houſe, each one of their Wives 
| ſhall be common to other, and at night one have one of their 
Wives, and another night another: and if ſhe have any Child, 
ſhe may give it to whom ſhe will, ſo that no Man kneweth it 
to be his. In this Land, and many other places of Inde, are 
many Crocodiles, that is a manner of long Serpent; and on 
nights they dwell on Water, and on days they dwell on Land 
and Rocks, and they eat not in Winter. Theſe Serpents ſlay 
Men, and eat them weeping, and they have no Tongue. | 
In this Country and many other, Men caſt feed of Cotton, 
and ſow it each Year, and it groweth as it were ſmall Trees, and 
EE | they 
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they bear Cotton. In Araly is a kind of Beaſts that Men call 
Cerſants, that is a fair Beaſt, and he is higher than a great Cour- 
ſer or Steed, but his Neck is near twenty Cubits long, and his 
Tail like a Hart, and he may look over an high Houſe. And 
there are many Camelions, that is a little Beaſt, and he never 
cateth or drinketh, and he changeth his colour often, tor ſome- 
time he is of one colour, and fometime of another, and he may 
change him into all colouſs that he will, ſave black and red. 
There are many wild Swine of many colours, and as great as 
Oxen, and they are ſpotted as it were ſmall Fawns ; and there 


ate Lions all white, and there be other Beaſts, as great as Steeds, 


that Men call Lamborans. And ſome Men call them Tonts, 
and their head is black, and three long Horns in his Front, as 
cutting as ſharp Swords, and he chaſeth and will ſlay Elephants. 
And there is many other manner of Beaſts, of whom it were 
too long to write all. | 


' CHAP. XCV. Of an Iſte where dwell good People all true. 


N Here is another Iſland good and great, and plenteous, where 
are good Men and true, and of godly life after their Faitù, 


and though they. be not Chriſtians, nevertheleſs of kind they 
are full of good Vertues; and they fly Vices, and all Sin and 
Malice, for they are not Envious, Proud, Covetous, Letche- 
rous, nor Gluttonous, and they do unto another Man that they 
would he did to them, and they fulfill their Commandments, 
and they take no force of Riches, nor of having; and they 
{wear not, but they ſay Yea, and Nay, for they ſay he that 
ſweareth will deceive his Neighbour : and ſome Men call this 


Iſle the Ile of Bragamen, and ſome call it the Land of Faith; 


and through it runneth a great River, that Men call Thebe ; and 

generally all Men in thoſe Iſles, and other thereby, are truer 
and wiler than in other Countries: in this Ifle are no Thieves, 
Murderers, nor Beggars. And foraſmuch as they are fo true, 
and ſo good, there iz no Tempeſt nor Thunder, War, Hunger, 
nor Tribulation : and thus it ſeemeth well that God loveth them 


well, and he is well pleaſed with their deeds : and they believe 
1n God that made all things, and him they Worſhip ; and they 
live fo temperately in meat and drink, that they live very long, 
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and many of them die without ſickneſs, and their Life failech

Why ſhouldeit thou make War upon 
us? For we have no Riches nor Treaſure, and all the Cattle of 
our Country are common ; our Meals that we eat are our Ri.

Cloth upon our Bodies: our Wives are not arrayed Richly to 
pleaſe, for we hold ita great folly for a Manto trim up his Body 
with coſtly Apparel, to make it ſeem fairer than God made it, 
We have been evermore in Peace till now that thou wilt diſin. 
— herit us We have a King among us, not for need of the Law, 
nor to, Judge any Man, for there are no Treſpaſſers among us;

thou take from us but our good Peace, And when King Alex- 
ander ſaw this Letter, he thought he ſhould do too much harm 
if he troubled them, and ſent to them, that they ſhould keep well 
their good manners and have no dread of him.

N D he dwelleth commonly at the City of Suſe, and there 
1 is his principal Palace, and it is fo rich that it is ſtrange - 
to tell: for about the principal Tower of the Palace are two 
pomels of Gold all round, and each one of theſe, hath two Car- 
buncles, great and large, that ſhine very clear in the night” and 
the principal Gates oi this Palace are of precious Stones, that 
Men call Sardine, and the Borders of the Barts are Ivory, the 
Windows of the Hall and Chambers are of Cryſtal, the Tables 
they eat on are ſome of Emralds, ſome of Mayk, ſome of 
Gold and precious Stones, and the Pillars that hear the Table, 
of ſuch Stones alfo ; and the Stairs on the which the Emperor 
goeth up to his Table where he ſitteth at meat, one is of Maſtick, 
another of Cryſtal, and another of green Jaſpy, another of Di- 
aſper, another of Sardine, another of Cornelion, another of 
Senton, and that he ſetteth his foot upon is of Crylolites, and all 
theſe Stairs are bordered with fine Gold and well ſet with great 
Pearls, and other precious Stones; and the ſides of the 
Table are Emralds, bordered with Gold and with precious 
Stones: the Pillars in his Chamber are of fine Gold, with many 
Carbuncles and other ſuch Stones that give great liglit in the 
night: and though the Carbuncles give great light, nevertheleſs 
there burneth twelve great Veſſels nf Cryſtal full of Balm, to 
give good ſmell, and to drive away evil Air. The frame of his 
Bed is all Saphire, well bound with Gold, to make him ſſeep 
well, and for to deſtroy Lechery, for he will not lye by his 
Wife but thrice a Year, after the Seaſons, and that only for get- 
ting of Children. And he hath alſo a fair Palace in the City of Ne 
where he dwelleth when he will: but the Air there is not fo tempe- 
Tate as it is in the City of Juſe. And he hath every day in his Court 
more than thirty thouſand Men, beſide comers and goers ; but ghir- 
ty thouſand there, or inthe Coutt of the great Caane, ſpend not 
fo much as twelve thouſand in our Country. He hath ever- 
mere eight Kings in his Court to ferve him, and eacn one of.

them ſerveth a Month, and with theſe Kings ſerve alway 
ſeventy two Dukes, and three hundred Earls; and every 
day in his Court twelve Arch-Biſhops, and twenty Biſhops, 
The Patriarch of S. Thomas is as it were a Pope ; and the Arch. 
Biſhops, Biſhops, and Abbots, all are Kings in that Country; 
and ſome one of the Lords is Maſter of the Hall, ſome of the 


Chamber, ſome Steward- Marſhals, and other Officers; and 


thereby he is richly ſerved, and his Land extendeth in breadth 
four Months Journey, and it is of length without meaſure. 


CHAP. XCIX. Of the Wilderneſs wherein grower .

| N D beyond this place is a great Wilderneſs, as Men that 
X have been there ſay. In the Wilderneſs, as Men ſay, are 


the Trees of the Sun and the Moon, that ſpake to Alexander, 
and told him of his Death: and Men ſay, that thoſe that keep 


thoſe Trees and eat of the Fruits of them, live four or five hun- 
dred Years, through the vertue of the Fruic : and we would 


. gladly have gone thither; but I think that an hundred thouſand 


Men of Arms could not paſs that Wildernefs for the plenty of 
Wild Beaſts, as Dragons, Serpents that ſlay Men when they paſs 
that way. In this Land are many Elephants, both white and 
blue, without number, and Unicorns, and Lions of many 
colours. Many other Ifles are in the Land of Preſter Foby, that 
were too long to tell, and much Riches, and of precious Stones 
great plenty. I have heard ſay why this Emperor is called Prefer 
FJobn, and fur thoſe that know it not I will declare. Some time 
there was an Emperor, a Noble Prince and a Valiant, and he 


had many Chriſtian Knights with him, and the Emperor thought 


he would ſee the Service in the Chriſtian Churches, and then 
was Churches of Chriſtendom in Turkey, Sur, and Tartan, 
Hieruſalem, Paleſtine, Araby and Alapy, and in all the Land of 
Egypt : and this Emperor came with a Chriſtian Knight into 4 


Church of Egypt, and it was on a Saturday after I bit. Sundoj, 


when the Biſhop gave Orders, and he beheld the Service, and 
asked of the Knight what People thoſe ſhould be that ſtood be- 


fore the Biſhop; and the Knight ſaid they ſhould be Prieſts: 
And he ſaid he would no more be called King nor Emperor but

Prieſt, and he would have the Name of him that came fitſt out 
of the Prieſts, and he was called John, and ſo have all the En- 
perors ſince been called Prefer Fobn. In this Land are many 
Chriſtian Men, of good Faith and good Law, and they have 
prieſts to ſing Service, and they receive the Sacrament as Men 
of Greece do; and they ſay not otherwiſe, but as the Apoſtle 
ſaid, as S. Peter, and S. Thomas, and other Apoſtles, when they . 
ſung arid ſaid Pater Noffer, and the words with the which the 
Communion is Sacred; we have many additions of Popes that 
have been Ordained, of which Men of theſe Countries know nat. 


CHAP. C. Of the great Hand and Kingdomgalled Faprobane. 
Oward the Eaſt ſide of Preſter Fobn Land is an Iſle chat 
19 Men call Zaprobane, and it is right good and fruitful; and 
there is a great King and a Rich, and he is obedient to Prefter 
Jobn, and the King is always made by Election. In this Iſle are 
two Winters and two Summers, they reap Corn twice in the 
Year, and Gardens flouriſh at all times in the Year.
